Issued: A 12-page report titled 
“Reflecting, Reimagining and Restoring” 
by the West Virginia racing industry. 
Crafted by a 20-person committee 
organized by the West Virginia Racing 
Commission, the report assesses the 
current racing (Thoroughbred and 
Greyhound) climate in the state and 
makes recommendations toward 
stabilization. 

After a resurgence credited in large 
part to enhanced purses and breeding 
incentives funded by video lottery 
terminals, West Virginia has seen a decline 
in recent years due to competition from 
surrounding states and other factors. The 
report addresses four primary areas of 
concern-racing calendars and schedules, 
marketing opportunities, economic 
growth and revenue enhancement, 
modernization of the state’s code to 
support the industry. 

Approved: By the Maryland Racing 
Commission, a 2016 racing schedule 
with 157 days at Laurel Park and Pimlico 
Race Course. The figure is an increase of 
roughly 15 days in 2015 and essentially 
includes a year-round schedule with brief 
breaks in February and March. Laurel will 
race four days a week through Feb. 15; 
three days a week March 11 through May 
8. Pimlico dates are May 12 through June 
26. Laurel picks up again July 1 and will 
run through the end of the year with a 
10-day break for Timonium in late August 
and early September. For the full schedule, 
see laurelpark.com and pimlico.com. 
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Upgraded: By the American Graded 
Stakes Committee, Laurel Park’s Frank 
J. De Francis Memorial Dash, to Grade 
3 status for 2016. First run in 1990, the 
race has hosted champions Housebuster, 
Safely Kept and Cherokee Run. Run as a 
Grade 1 from 1999 to 2009, lost its grade 
when it wasn’t run in 2008 and 2010. In 
the only other regional change, Delaware 
Park’s Obeah was downgraded from a 
Grade 3 to listed status. 

Retired: Mike Dempsey, Monmouth 
Park’s director of racing, effective Dec. 31, 
2015. Dempsey, 60, had been associated 
with the Oceanport, N.J., track since 1979. 

Hired: Michael Anifantis, as director of 
racing for Monmouth Park, replacing 
Dempsey. Anifantis first worked at 
Monmouth in the 1970s and was assis¬ 
tant racing secretary for the 2015 meet. 
His previous experience includes racing 
secretary for 10 years and assistant general 
manager for four at Calder in Florida. 

Won: His first race as a jockey, apprentice 
Lane Luzzi, at Laurel Park Dec. 4. The 
18-year-old son of veteran jockey Mike 
Luzzi rode Midwest Thoroughbreds’ Flo’s 
Strawberry to victory for trainer Jamie 
Ness. “This is a dream come true,” the 
younger Luzzi said. “I’ve dreamed 
of this day my entire life.” Mike 
Luzzi won an Eclipse Award as 
the nation’s top apprentice in 
1989 and has won more than 
3,400 races. 

Named: To the National 
Museum of Racing’s Joe 
Hirsch Media Roll 
of Honor, former 
Maryland Horse 
editor Raleigh 
Burroughs along 
with national 
racing writer 
Steve Haskin of 
The Blood-Horse. 

Burroughs, who 
died at 96 in 
1998, edited 
the Maryland 
Horse magazine 
(precursor to 
Mid-Atlantic 
Thorough¬ 
bred) from 
January 
1953 to 


April 1961, was also the editor at Turf 
and Sport Digest , and wrote regularly for 
The Chronicle of the Horse from 1953-80. 

In 1963, Burroughs authored American 
Race Horses for the Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association. He received 
the National Turf Writers Association’s 
Walter Haight Award for career excellence 
in turf writing in 1974. 

Regarded as a master of human- 
interest stories, Burroughs once wrote 
of the characters he met in horse racing: 

“I learned that people who hang around 
horses, from hotwalkers to opulent 
owners, are the happiest people in the 
world. They are just as interesting as their 
equine companions, and they’re far more 
valuable to a writer. Get them talking and 
they become fountains of lively copy.” 

Haskin, a New Jersey resident, received 
the Haight Award in 2002 and has been 
involved in the racing media since the 
1960s with bylines in the Morning Telegraph, 
Daily Racing Form and The Blood-Horse 
among others. He is the author of six 
books on racing.

The great ones create 
their own fate

W hen two horses scratched from the Grade 1, $5 million Breeders’ Cup Classic, 
it might have seemed that fate was going American Pharoah’s way. But that 
evening at Keeneland, even fate would have had trouble keeping up with the 
Triple Crown winner. 

That’s the way it works for the great ones. They create their own fate. 

And so, Pharoah provided the win that all of racing wanted. And while he didn’t 
exacdy ratify his place in the pantheon—the Triple Crown takes care of that on its 
own—he didn’t leave much doubt either. 

Pharoah was horse of the day, horse of the year, and, as announcer Larry Collmus 
aptly put it, the horse of a lifetime, all in one brown wrapper. 

Indeed, almost everything Pharoah did seemed to connect him to the greats. 

Four consecutive graded stakes sent him to Louisville as the favorite on the first 
Saturday in May, and he left in roses. 

Baltimore’s black-eyed susans were wilted from the sudden rainstorm that squalled 
up to pelt Pimlico, but they looked lovely on him all the same. 

And for the first time in 37 years, the same horse wore the roses, susans, and 
Belmont’s carnations all in the same year. 

Even in defeat, Pharoah echoed earlier kingpins. He went down to late-running 
Keen Ice in the Travers at the Spa—much the way Secretariat met his Onion there, or 
Man o’ War was upset by, of all horses, Upset. 

While it was Keen Ice who won the Travers, it might have been Frosted who 
put the chill on Pharoah that day, shadowing him in tight quarters around the rail. 

In the press conference after the Breeders’ Cup, owner Ahmed Zayat, jockey Victor 
Espinoza, and trainer Baffert took turns in owning the blame for the Saratoga set¬ 
back, with Zayat suggesting a pre-Travers workout in front of 15,000 fans might have 
taken too much out of him.. 

That was fitting. Perhaps the only thing that could catch Pharoah was his own suc¬ 
cess. 

In the Classic, American Pharoah bounded out of the gate straight to the lead, 
which grew at each call: from a length after a half-mile to two, to three-and-a-half 
lengths, finally reaching 6 54 lengths at the wire, reached in a sharp two minutes flat. 

“It’s going to be sad to see him go, but I think he’s done enough,” said Baffert. 
“He’s proved enough.” 

“We are so appreciative to have him and we owe American Pharoah everything,” 
echoed owner Ahmed Zayat afterwards. “He is a once-in-a-lifetime horse.” W

Industry leaders, horsemen and govern¬ 
ment officials were on hand, and speak¬ 
ers included Tim Ritvo of The Stronach 
Group and Maryland Racing commission¬ 
er Bruce Quade. 

Ritvo outlined the details of several 
major renovations at Laurel Park that have 
seen ownership invest nearly $20 million 
into the front and back sides over the past 
year. Those upgrades coincided with a 17 
percent increase in attendance for the 2015 
Maryland Million. All-sources handle was 
also up 37 percent for Maryland Million 
and reflected increases in betting across the 
board in Maryland in 2015. 

“Handle is up nearly $60 million this 
year, the OTB at the Horseshoe Casino has 


been a tremendous success, and the sup¬ 
port from horsemen has been wonderful,” 
Ritvo said. “Mr. [Frank] Stronach [owner 
of The Stronach Group] believes there is 
great potential in Maryland racing, but we 
must continue to improve our business. We 
must have a high level of integrity, have a 
safe environment for our customers, take 
care of our retired horses, widen our net¬ 
work of fans and continue to grow the 
business.” 

To that end, Ritvo indicated further 
growth was on the way in the form of 
additional infrastructure improvements at 
Laurel Park that could reach an estimat¬ 
ed $200 million. The investment revolves 
partly around plans to build a new walk¬ 
ing ring near the grandstand entrance, 
luxury suites and sky boxes, and creating 
more aesthetically appealing and functional 


grandstand seating by moving back the 
glass enclosure that hangs above the track. 

Ritvo said the hope for Laurel is that 
it would become a host of the Breeders’ 
Cup in the near future. As for 2016, the 
Maryland Jockey Club requested 157 rac¬ 
ing dates for Laurel and Pimlico, and Ritvo 
said the long-term goal would be to get to 
200 days. 

Several in attendance asked about the 
uncertainty surrounding Pimlico Race 
Course and whether it would remain the 
home of the Preakness. Ritvo said he 
looked forward to running the Preakness 
at Pimlico in 2016 and will put all resources 
toward another record-breaking day. Ritvo 
indicated that no decisions had been made 
yet on the future of the Preakness and that 
everything is on the table.

Local connections at Keeneland November sale 


A total of 120 Mid-Atlantic-breds were 
sold through Keeneland’s massive 
November Breeding Stock Sale, 
which started Nov. 2, the Monday follow¬ 
ing the Breeders’ Cup at Keeneland, and 
ran through Nov. 13. Twenty brought six 
figures. 

Top price came on the first night, as 
Tapit’s stakes-winning daughter Star Pearl, 
a 5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred mare car¬ 
rying her first foal (by Bernardini), was 
purchased by Crupi’s New Castle for 
$450,000. Hunter Valley Farm, agent was 
the consignor. 

Bred by Stephen Quick out of his five¬ 
time stakes winner and $605,424-earner 
Lexi Star (by Crypto Star), Star Pearl was 
sold by her breeder for $150,000 at the 
2011 Keeneland September yearling sale. 

Star Pearl won twice in England for 
owner Pearl Bloodstock Ltd. before 
returning to the U.S. Trained by Graham 
Motion, she captured the Northern Fling 
Stakes at Presque Isle Downs in July 2014 
and in her final start last January won the 
Nellie Morse Stakes at Laurel Park under 
a hand ride. 

The highest-priced weanling, a West 
Virginia-bred filly from the first crop of 
Shanghai Bobby out of Cecilia’s Crown, 
was hammered down for $180,000 by 
Chesapeake Farm. The dark bay filly was 
consigned by Scott Mallory, who bred her 


in partnership with Catherine Jennings. 
Cecilia’s Crown, a graded stakes-placed 
daughter of Chief’s Crown, has also pro¬ 
duced Princess Cecila, a two-time winner 
on West Virginia Breeders Classic night, 
and multiple graded stakes-placed Capital 
Attraction. 

The most prominent Mid-Atlantic 
buyers were New Jersey-based Colts Neck 
Stable and Virginia-based Audley Farm 
Equine. Richard Santulli’s Colts Neck 
Stable went to $1.15 million for now 
5-year-old Sam’s Sister who sold as a 
broodmare prospect. She is a Grade 1 
winner by current West Virginia stallion 
Brother Derek. 

Audley Farm made two purchases, 
both young (now 4-year-olds), unraced 
mares carrying their first foals: $575,000 
for Fairytale Ending (Ire), by Galileo out 
of English champion Airwave (GB) and a 
half-sister to three stakes winners, in foal 
to Invincible Spirit; and $500,000 for the 
Smart Strike mare Bilboquet, out of 
stakes winner Handpainted (by A.P Indy), 
in foal to Scat Daddy.

John Hughes has a long history with retired broodmare Effervescent. 


J ohn Hughes can speak volumes 
about Effervescent. After nearly 
40 years with trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard, Hughes knows the daughter of 
Citidancer-and her whole family 
“We foaled her here. She was born, 
raised and broken here,” Hughes said. 

“Here” is bucolic Buttonwood Farm 
near West Grove, Pa., a 250-acre property 
owned by Rodman and Alice Moorhead. 
Across Route 926 from Sheppard’s 
training base, Ashwell Stable, Buttonwood 
was also home to Effervescent’s dam, the 
prolific Gemini Dreamer mare Gemini’s 
Gem. 


“The reason I bought Gemini’s 
Gem [as a 2-year-old in 1992] was 
because she was a half-sister to the top 
steeplechase horse in the country at that 
time-Victorian Hill, trained by Janet 
Elliot,” Sheppard said. 

Hughes agreed with the purchase, and 
with how it turned out. 

“Buying that mare turned out to be 
good because the family has done really, 
really well,” he said. “She was one of the 
foundation mares for Jonathan.” 

Gemini’s Gem won on the flat and 
over jumps before joining Sheppard’s 
broodmare band. Sent as a maiden 


to Citidancer in 1995, she produced 
Effervescent the following March. 

“When we broke Effervescent, it 
was like she’d been broken all her life,” 
Hughes said. “You just got on her and 
went; she never did anything, which is the 
temperament of that family. They are a 
pleasure to deal with.” 

Late to the races, she made her first 
start at 4 in 2000, winning first time out at 
Garden State. 

“Effervescent was a very useful mare 
as a racehorse,” Sheppard went on. 
“Unfortunately in her last start, a turf race 
in Saratoga, it rained and they took the 
race off the grass. She was second but 
came out of it with a bad tendon and we 
had to retire her.” 

Then 7 years old, she earned $96,825 
in her 17 starts with a record of 5-4-1. 

Then the good fortune began. 
Effervescent was sent to Florida to 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl winner 
Alphabet Soup in 2004. That mating 
produced multiple stakes winner Italian 
Wedding in 2005. 

The chestnut gelding developed into 
a steeplechase standout, winning the 
prestigious New York Turf Writers’ 

Cup in 2013 over a field that included 
champions Divine Fortune and 
Demonstrative. Italian Wedding then 
capped off his career-best season as an 
Eclipse Award finalist. Retired after the 
2014 season, Italian Wedding-warmly 
referred to as “Sausage” around the 
barn-earned $257,504 for breeder/ 
owner/trainer Sheppard. And the tide was 
just starting to roll. 

Effervescent’s next winner was 
Cubist, her 2007 filly by Royal Academy. 

A winner of three of her 23 starts and 
$87,299, Cubist’s finest hour came at 
Saratoga in 2012 with a win in the Mrs. 
Walter M. Jeffords Stakes over jumps. 

Another filly, Warm Glow, followed in 
2008. The daughter of Sky Classic placed 
in stakes and won three times in seven 
starts for earnings of $134,820. 

Great Illusion, Effervescent’s 2010 foal 
by Great Notion, was the only offspring 
Sheppard did not keep. 

“I had been given a breeding to Great 
Notion by Tommy and Bonnie Hamilton 
of Silverton Hill who had campaigned 
him,” said trainer Leslie Falini Young. “I 
didn’t have any mares so I offered it to 
Jonathan. Then I think he had too many 
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horses the year she was a weanling, so he 
kindly gave her to me.” 

Great Illusion won twice for Young, 
got claimed and was with trainer Mario 
Serey Jr. in mid-December. 

Effervescent produced three more 
foals before being pensioned after weaning 
in 2015. Ebullience, her 2012 son by 
Fairbanks, is the latest to carry the trainer’s 
colors. And Sheppard likes what he sees. 

“He ran for the first time [in mid- 
November] at Penn National and had 
a good third. I told the rider first-time 
starter, don’t push him, just drop back 
and let him make a run through the 
stretch. He’s bred to go a distance and 
this was 6 furlongs. He closed strongly 
through the stretch and finished third, so 
I was pretty happy with that. He’s had 
quite a bit of schooling and I plan to 
campaign him as a jumper. We like him; 
he’s a nice young horse.” 

Two more Effervescent foals wait their 
turns —a now-2-year-old colt by Cape 
Blanco (Ire), and Effervescent’s final 


foal, a flashy chestnut yearling filly by El 
Padrino. 

“Jonathan’s theory is why not keep 
the family going when they do well?’ ” 
Hughes said. “Effervescent was a good 
mom, and they are nice horses to work 
around. And you always look forward to 
her foals because they all ran well.” 

The Hall of Fame trainer downplayed 
his pedigree insight. 

“It’s not any great science really on my 
part,” Sheppard said. “It’s a sort of gut 
feeling or hunch. You can’t really explain 
why but I get these ideas in my mind of 
what might be the outcome of a certain 
breeding—a certain mare to a certain 
stallion-regarding size, racing ability, 
temperament, things like that.” 

Hughes and wife Wendy manage 
Sheppard’s breeding operation and 
broodmare band, which includes three 
daughters of Effervescent, all in foal for 
2016: Quantock, Cubist and Warm Glow. 

Last fall, Effervescent was relocated 
to the nearby farm of Dr. Roy Bergman, 


the equine reproductive specialist with 
whom Sheppard has worked for many 
years. She’s company for Bergman’s 
mare Chiqueada, and come spring she’ll 
help raise youngsters. It’s a post her dam, 
Gemini’s Gem, held before passing away 
in 2014. 

Gemini’s Gem made news for another 
reason that summer when three of her 
daughters, Rare Mix, Brilliant Match and 
Glittering, all won races within the same 
week. 

Still elegant at 20, Effervescent gets 
around just fine despite a big, arthritic 
left knee. And nothing makes her happier 
than her regular visits from the ever- 
devoted John and Wendy Hughes, their 
pockets always spilling over with carrots. 

Sheppard is quick to assign credit 
where it is due. 

“Both John and Wendy are extremely 
loyal, very thorough on the horses. 

They’re just members of the family, and 
a very large part of any success I might 
have had for decades.” w

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Editorial

New year 
stirs up mix 
of optimism, 
trepidation 

H appy New Year. Not necessarily by 
definition, but by the nature of this 
magazine and this job, this column 
carries an optimistic tone. It can look 
forward, keep up with news other areas 
of the magazine cannot and comment on 
developments. 

And it can also point out areas that need 
work. 

Consider this a taking-of-the-pulse 
of the region’s Thoroughbred industry. 
You’ve got to ask the questions before you 
get any answers. 

What’s going to happen in Pennsylvania? 
Once a week or so, something perco¬ 
lates to the surface about racetracks being 
forced to shut down because the state can’t 
fund a racing commission (it’s way more 
complex than that). Then something else 
comes out and all looks good. I don’t see 
doomsday, but consider 2015 a warning. 
The state needs stability—fund the regula¬ 
tion/administration once and for all, put 
together a long-term agreement between 


tracks and horsemen, give breeders and 
stallion owners more input. Without sta¬ 
bility, none of it works and you’ve lost 
ground to Maryland because of instability. 
While we’re here, how about a real day of 
races for horses bred and sired in the state? 

Where does Maryland go from here? 
What a difference a few years can make. 
The tracks were falling apart, stallions 
were struggling, mares were going to 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia. Owners, 
trainers, breeders and farm owners paid 
the price. Now, Laurel Park looks new, 
farms are adding stallions and racing dates 
are increasing. A proactive racing commis¬ 
sion responds and acts. Imagine how much 
healthier it will be when the foals born in 
2015 and 2016 are racing. Keep the politi¬ 
cians in the loop. Tell them your stories, let 
them know what a healthy industry means. 
It’s not difficult to envision Maryland rival¬ 
ing New York in terms of Thoroughbred 
impact outside of Kentucky. 

What happens to Delaware Park? It’s 
still an oasis in a sea of residential and 
commercial development, and an amaz¬ 
ing place. But it’s losing ground. The first 
track in the region to add slots thrived for 
a while, now everyone else has caught up. 
Delaware needs horses and participation. 
It needs to invest in its racing product. 
New turf course, anyone? It’s been dis¬ 
cussed and it won’t be easy, but would a 
partnership with Maryland work? How 
about New Jersey? 

Can American jump racing really grow? 
The National Steeplechase Association 
created a committee to address promotion 
and growth, which is a start, but you’re 
never finished promoting. Like Delaware 
Park, the NSA needs horses and people. 
Numbers increased slightly in 2015 and 
need to rise again this year and the year 
after that. Progress should mean interest 
from regional (and national) owners from 
the flat side. Need a to-do list? Identify 
targets you want to participate (Ramsey, 
Repole, West Point, WinStar, Darley, 
Sagamore...), give them some incentives 
and get to work. Sell them on the idea. 
Jump racing really can be the first second 
career. 

How does New Jersey survive? Some 
people say there’s no racetrack nicer than 


Monmouth Park, and some people aren’t 
wrong. But can New Jersey find run¬ 
ning room in a crowded field? Much like 
Delaware, the state will never compete 
with Maryland or Pennsylvania when it 
comes to the breeding side but there’s 
enough Thoroughbred heritage there to 
preserve. And one of the nation’s great 
tracks. Don’t quit. 

Can West Virginia find its place? It was 
inevitable that the state would lose some 
business (handle and horses) to Maryland, 
but work the niche and keep selling the 
business model to the politicians. You’re 
ensuring farms and jobs and open space, 
not just action on the racetrack. The study 
ordered by the racing commission can be 
the blueprint. Follow it. 

What will become of Virginia racing? 
Is Colonial Downs the dodo bird, extinct? 
It’s sad, because it’s a cool little racetrack 
that really should host 20-ish days of rac¬ 
ing a year. Nothing if not resilient, the 
state pressed on with Virginia-bred races 
at Laurel Park, flat racing at the Great 
Meadow steeplechase course and more. 
Good moves. Stick with them. 

Shake the crystal ball and look ahead 
15 years. 

Georgia has racing, and is in the Mid- 
Atlantic mix. Maryland’s rebound is fully 
in place. There are New Jersey/Delaware- 
certified races and bonuses at Monmouth 
Park and Delaware Park. West Virginia’s 
empowered racing commission leads. 
Pennsylvania races fewer days, but with 
higher incentives for breeders and stal¬ 
lion owners. And, like West Virginia and 
Maryland, there’s a proactive racing com¬ 
mission steering the ship. Jump racing 
offers $10 milli on in purses, a streaming 
video show on the web every Saturday 
afternoon, pari-mutuel wagering at its 
major meets and a bonus program for 
owners/breeders. Laurel hosts a Breeders’ 
Cup. A Maryland-bred wins the Preakness. 
Fair Hill runs real turf races like Kentucky 
Downs, so does Great Meadow. Virginia 
finds a way to fund breeders’ bonuses at 
all Mid-Atlantic tracks. Fasig-Tipton holds 
a sale of horses bred exclusively in the 
region. 

Or not. It all depends on how you look 
at it. #

T ucked away in a rural corner of Chesterfield Township, 
New Jersey, where the land still remains mostiy forest 
and pasture, much the same as when Quaker settiers 
first set eyes upon it in 1677, is Christine Connelly’s Bright View 
Farm. 


Founded in 1975 by Connelly’s father, 
Philadelphia businessman and manufactur¬ 
er John Connelly, Bright View Farm is one 
of the last remaining Thoroughbred nurs¬ 


eries in the state that breeds for racing and 
the auction ring When John Connelly first 
purchased the 275 acres, part of the state’s 
“inner coastal plain,” a geographic area 


that contains some or the worlds most 
fertile soils, he knew he had found an ideal 
place to raise horses. Centrally located to 
three racetracks as well as the Philadelphia 
and New York City metropolises, the farm 
was peaceful, scenic and historic. 

Christine Connelly lives in a 1736 farm¬ 
house at the crest of a small rise which 
overlooks fenced green pastures and out¬ 
buildings; open land that is a migratory 
home to grassland species of birds and a 
favorite spot for local ornithology clubs; 
wetlands and forested tracts that contain 






















deer, beaver, red fox, and other small 
mammals. 

Unlike many private landholders, 
Connelly has opened up Bright View 
Farm to birders, welcoming them onto 
the property throughout the year to 
catch a glimpse of Bobolinks, Eastern 
Meadowlarks, Dickcissels, several spe¬ 
cies of sparrows, grosbeaks and warblers, 
Pileated Woodpeckers, American Kestrels 
and Red-tailed Hawks, to name just a few 

Connelly, who also has a strong interest 
in birding, provides a logbook and maps 
in a wooden box perched atop a fence so 
birders may record sightings and make 
comments about their visits. They need 
not call ahead to make an appointment; 
instead, Connelly allows them to come 


onto farm property from dawn to dusk. 
“When a Dickcissel was found in the front 
paddock, the word went out because it was 
unusual in this area,” she said, adding that 
birders are “very quiet and respectful” of 
the farm property. 

Don Jones, a former president of the 
Delaware Valley Ornithological Club, said 
that Bright View Farm is a special place, 
not only for its beauty, but because it 
is home to threatened species such as 
Bobolinks. He said that, since the mid- 
1800s, Bobolinks have been in a steep 
decline for a myriad of reasons. Bobolinks 
nest in extensive open hay fields, and con¬ 
version of meadows and farms into urban 
and suburban areas took a heavy toll, along 
with changing agricultural practices, espe¬ 


cially the early mowing of hayfields that 
destroys nests and chicks. 

“If you look at the New Jersey Breeding 
Bird Survey results [found in Birds of New 
Jersey , by Joan Walsh, et al.] you will find 
a single square for Bobolinks in northern 
Burlington County; that square represents 
Bright View Farm,” said Jones. “Dickcissel, 
another grassland bird extirpated as a 
breeding bird in New Jersey in the early 
20th century, actually nested and fledged 
young at Bright View in 1997 and 1998, 
undoubtedly a result of delayed mowing. 
This was the first successful nesting in the 
state in decades; to my knowledge there 
have been none in the state since.” 

Jones described what it is like to spend 
a spring morning birding at Bright View. 
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“Visiting the farm is an absolute delight 
in every respect,” he said. “Arriving on an 
early morning the setting itself is breathtak¬ 
ing-the beautiful old farmhouse, an array 
of fenced grass fields stretching before you 
to the horizon on rolling terrain, an occa¬ 
sional small pond here or there, and on the 
hillside to your right a mature woodland. 
The tranquility of the place is so omnipres¬ 
ent it touches your soul.” 

No doubt the horses like it too. 

Bright View Farm homebreds have 
earned multiple awards from the Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders’ Association of New 
Jersey, and the farm has been honored sev¬ 
eral times by the Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association as Breeder of

the Year for New Jersey, most recently in 
2014 and 2011. 

In 2014, Bright View-breds Exit Stage 
Left and Silent Appeal earned TBANJ 
championships, while their dam, Hana J, 
was named Broodmare of the Year. 

Exit Stage Left, a son of Noonmark, 
earned champion 3-year-old male hon¬ 
ors after winning the $100,000 California 
Derby at Golden Gate Fields. Owned by 
Mark DeDomenico and Hall of Fame 
trainer Jerry Hollendorfer, he has career 
earnings of $157,750 from six starts. 
The colt was New Jersey-bred champion 
2-year-old male when he won his only two 
starts that year, both Golden Gate stakes. 

Silent Appeal was honored as champion 
turf runner of 2014 after his victory in 
the Dan Horn Handicap at Monmouth 
Park for Kasey Two Racing. The son of 
Hook and Ladder won three of 10 starts 
and earned $94,320; lifetime, he earned 
$325,541. 

Hana J is also a Bright View Farm 
homebred. The 14-year-old mare was the 
last foal produced out of the Bright View 
Farm homebred Judaire, who won five 
stakes, two on turf and three on dirt, and 
earned $186,798. 

Sitting at a small table by a picture win¬ 
dow, Connelly looks out at the dark figure 


of Hana J grazing in a distant pasture with 
another broodmare. On the table are clip¬ 
pings and paperwork that document nearly 
the entire history of the farm—and her life. 
There are yellowed articles from the Daily 
Racing Form ; a notebook with result charts 
divided into sections by horse; an old 
board bill from Dorchester Farm in Ocala, 
Fla., with a letter from owner Jack Price, of 
Carry Back fame, that states his regrets for 
raising prices; a colorful photo book with 
scenes of the farm and its horses that she 
published for a longtime employee who 
retired. 

One article has photos of Connelly, 
perhaps in her early 20s, with her father 
and longtime Bright View trainer Tony 
Bardaro at the farm, watching the home- 
breds. Another article, published several 
decades later, has images of Connelly with 
mares and foals. In the blink of an eye and 
the turning of pages, four decades have 
passed, yet the farm continues on. 

The early years: John Connelly 

John Connelly succeeded in business 
without the benefit of a college degree, 
taking control of a lackluster company 
named Crown Cork and Seal in 1957 and 
transforming it into an industry leader with 


more than 17,000 employees and annual 
revenues of $1.9 billion by the time he 
retired in 1989. 

Connelly left school at 15 to work as an 
office boy after the death of his father, a 
blacksmith. According to an obituary in the 
New York Times , Connelly worked for sev¬ 
eral packaging companies and from 1940- 
’45 was vice president of the Philadelphia 
plant of the Container Corporation of 
America. 

He started his own company, Connelly 
Containers, before becoming chief execu¬ 
tive at Crown Cork and Seal, which made 
cans, bottle caps and bottle-washing 
machinery. 

“Runaway spending wrecked many a 
firm’s balance sheet but Connelly’s aus¬ 
terity became the stuff of legends,” the 
obituary noted. “His directions to his staff 
at Crown Cork were plain and to the point: 
Answer your own phone. Travel on week¬ 
ends, not on company time. Stay at Holiday 
Inn, not Hyatt Regency. And always fly 
economy.’” 

Yet for all his frugalness and atten¬ 
tion to the bottom line, Connelly and his 
wife Josephine gave generously to Catholic 
charities and other philanthropic causes 
through their family foundation, total¬ 
ing more than $74 million. At Villanova

University, the Connelly Foundation funds 
a deanship in the College of Nursing, sup¬ 
ports technology and laboratory resources 
in the nursing program and supports 
the Connelly-Delouvrier International 
Scholars Program for international studies. 
The latter is named for Christine Connelly’s 
sister Judith Connelly Delouvrier, an inter¬ 
national businesswoman who died in the 
TWA Flight 800 tragedy in 1996. 

Christine Connelly said racing Thor¬ 
oughbreds was her father’s passion. Since 
his horses ran at Monmouth Park, Adantic 
City and Garden State Park, it made sense 
to buy farmland in New Jersey. She set 
about helping to plan the layout of the 
farm, determining where the barns and 
fencing would go, with her father and 
Bardaro. 

“My father enjoyed coming to the farm, 
mostly on Saturdays mornings, where he 
would sit here [by the home’s picture win¬ 
dow],” said Connelly. “He liked the farm, 
he liked to be involved, and we were very 
close and had an affinity for the horses.” 

Bardaro trained many top-flight horses 
for Bright View before the farm started 
producing homebreds, including Buck’s 
Bid, who was second in the 1974 Louisiana 
Derby, third in the Florida Derby and sev¬ 
enth in that year’s centennial renewal of 


the Kentucky Derby. Others include mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner Collegiate and R. Tom 
Can, a multiple graded stakes-winning son 
of Tom Rolfe. 

The first crop of Bright View home¬ 
breds hit the ground in 1974, and the 
results were three foals, three starters and 
three winners. A hallmark going forward 
would be the amount of winners from 
each crop, many times achieving 100 per¬ 
cent. The farm’s first stakes winner was 
Super Spike, a black son of Maribeau 
foaled in 1976, who won the Linwood 
Handicap at Adantic City and set a new 
track record at the Meadowlands for a mile. 

The class of 1977 was the first that 
Connelly had planned the breedings for 
and then foaled herself, as she had become 
involved with every aspect of the farm. 
“Waiting for a mare to foal is really a joyful 
time,” she said. “I love that part-nature 
not having a timetable.” 

That year produced two memorable 
runners — graded stakes winner Wistful 
($413,082), as well as multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Bill Wheeler ($552,178). 

Wistful, a daughter of Maribeau out 
of the Native Charger mare Margaret’s 
Number, captured eight stakes and placed 
in seven more, including the Grade 1 
Delaware Handicap in 1981. As a brood¬ 


mare, Wistful left a lasting impact on the 
sport when her daughter Cloud Break, by 
Dr. Carter (foaled at Bright View) became 
the dam of champion sprinter Lost in the 
Fog. 

Bill Wheeler, named after Connelly’s 
uncle from Rydal, Pa., was an iron horse. 
The son of Mister Pitt made 94 starts, 
won 23, placed 39 times, and captured 
eight stakes, including the 1979 New Jersey 
Futurity. 

Just Smashing, a foal of 1982, was a 
dominant sprinter during her five years on 
the racetrack, winning 25 times and earn¬ 
ing $532,383. She won eight stakes and 
placed in 10 more, with four wins com¬ 
ing at Monmouth Park. For many years, 
Monmouth Park honored the daughter of 
Explodent by running the Just Smashing 
Stakes, last contested in 2013. 

Through the first seven crops of Bright 
View homebreds, Connelly achieved an 
incredible 100 percent starter rate, as all 
56 foals started, and 52 won. Eight were 
stakes winners and another four placed in 
stakes. 

Consider this: As of 2015, with 37 
crops to race, Bright View boasts 201 win¬ 
ners from 248 foals, or 81 percent, with 
92 percent of those foals starting. Total 
money earned is nearly $16 million. 
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By the mid-1980s, after a career that 
spanned almost two decades, Bardaro 
decided to hang up his binoculars. The 
door opened for Gary Contessa, a young 
New Yorker who had apprenticed under 
Frank “Pancho” Martin and had recently 
struck out on his own and was stabled at 
Monmouth Park. 

“I read in the Daily Racing Form that 
Bardaro was going to retire, and there was 
an ad from Bright View Farm, looking for 
a new trainer,” said Contessa. “I wrote out 
my resume in pencil and sent it in. That 
was THE job to have—a salaried, private 
position, 40 of the best horses in New 
Jersey-and they got 80 applications for it. 
They called me for an interview, liked me, 
and offered me the job. I felt blessed that 
I was chosen. 

“It was a dream job,” said Contessa. “I 
had 40 rock-solid horses-babies, stakes 
winners, graded stakes winners-and all I 
had to do was just watch my bills.” 

Contessa recalled that, while he did 
not have daily communication with John 
Connelly, the Bright View patriarch always 
kept a close eye on the stable. Several times 
a year Contessa had to report to Connelly’s 
office to review the particulars, which he 
said he approached “with a little bit of 
fear.” As Contessa put it, “Mr. Connelly 
was all business, all about the dollars and 
cents.” 

For Bright View, Contessa trained a 
slew of stakes horses, including Derby 
Hat, who gave him his first added-money 
victory when he captured the Gettysburg 
Handicap at Philadelphia Park under Chris 
Antley in 1986, besting stablemate Bill 
Wheeler and making it a 1-2 finish for the 
farm’s homebreds. 

Contessa also conditioned the popular 
Jersey campaigner Owens Troupe, a son 
of For The Moment out of the Drone 
mare Mandy’s Gray, who captured the 
Longfellow Handicap-G2 at Monmouth 
Park in 1987 and several other stakes dur¬ 
ing his 55-start career. A 20-time winner 
and earner of $384,102, Owens Troupe 
was a familiar name in the Oceanport entry 
box during his seven seasons of racing. 

“He was named after my brother-in- 
law,” said Connelly. “He was an engaging 
man who played golf, and always seemed 
to have people around him. We used to say, 
‘that looks like Owen’s troupe,’ and so we 
decided to use that name.” 

Contessa recalled that one year, Bright 
View horses received so many awards from 
the TBANJ that he “had to have help car¬ 
rying the trophies home.” 

“It was the greatest job in America,” he 
said. “Christine and I are still very good

friends, and the family is near and dear to 
my heart. After the birth of my children, 
working for Bright View Farm was the 
single best thing that happened in my life.” 

Today and tomorrow 

After the death of John Connelly in 
1990, Christine Connelly chose to carry 
on the farm’s business, although not to the 
same extent. 

“In that I had been the most active fam¬ 
ily member from the beginning, it wasn’t 
much of a transition. It was a continua¬ 
tion,” she said. “But by the time of my 
dad’s death, that was really the time when 
I started selling the best, the better-bred 
horses, to help sustain the farm. That’s 
something that people face all the time. 
You hope to make the best choices for sus¬ 
tainability. So the transition was quite easy.” 

The gradual contraction of the New 
Jersey racing circuit since 1990-the per¬ 
manent loss of Garden State Park and 
Atlantic City, and the Meadowlands scal¬ 
ing back to only a handful of days—led 
Connelly to reduce her annual foal crop to 
two or three, as well as to accept outside 
horses. 

At present, she has three homebreds in 
training, all with Doug Nunn: Our Hazel, 
a 6-year-old daughter of Value Plus out of 
Hana J, who won at Monmouth last May; 
Poochy, a 5-year-old daughter of Offlee 
Wild out of Blumin Exuberant, who won 
at Monmouth and Meadowlands last fall; 
and 4-year-old True Blue Ellie, a daughter 
of E Dubai and Act of Glory who got her 
first win at Meadowlands in October in her 
second start. 


Connelly has been an active member 
of the TBANJ, serving on its board in 
the 1970s, and always willing to lend a 
hand to its current executive director, Mike 
Campbell. She is also the former chair 
of the University of Pennsylvania’s New 
Bolton Center Board of Overseers. 

“When I began working for the Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders’ Association of New 
Jersey [in 2002], one of the first farms I 
visited was Bright View Farm, and that 
is when I met Christine,” said Campbell. 
“The care and attention Christine and her 
dedicated staff provided to each horse still 
holds true today, and that is one of the 
reasons the horses raised on Bright View 
Farm have success on the racetrack. She 
has always been helpful and supportive 
of the TBA; whether I am calling her and 
asking a question about Bright View Farm, 
or to volunteer for an event we are having, 
she is always available to assist. 

“Her love of horses and the support 
she provides to the New Jersey equine 
industry also extends to various charitable 
endeavors she volunteers her time to,” said 
Campbell. “They are fortunate to have 
someone of Christine’s experience and 
integrity associated with them.” 

Connelly has also been recognized by 
the Delaware Valley Ornithological Club 
for her efforts in bird conservation. 

“During my presidency of the DVOC 
in 1998, the club created the Rosalie Edge 
Conservation Award, given at the annual 
banquet to one or more non-members 
of the club who have made a signifi¬ 
cant contribution to conservation of the

environment,” said Jones. “Christine and 
Hannah B. Suthers were the first recipients. 
Christine’s decision to allow birders access 
to freely roam the entire farm is truly 
remarkable in this day and age of litiga¬ 
tion. Her willingness to share her beautiful 
farm with others, most of whom she likely 
doesn’t know, reveals what a trusting, sin¬ 
cere, and lovely person she is.” 

To also help with the farm’s sustain¬ 
ability, Connelly has ventured into raising 
grass-fed beef, selling hay, and exploring 
other income streams. 

She has thought about foaling her 
mares in another state with a more lucra¬ 


tive breeding program, but concluded it 
would not be cost-effective. She also wants 
to raise the foal as she wishes. 

“I love raising young horses, I like striv¬ 
ing for a safe and secure environment for 
them, and I love bringing out the trust of 
a youngster,” she said. “If I was 25, I’d be 
figuring out something. I’m winding down 
in some ways, I value my heritage and all 
that I’ve done. I’m not sure what my future 
will be.” 

Connelly said she would like for Bright 
View to remain in the family, and is hope¬ 
ful one of her nieces or nephews will be 
interested in carrying on tradition with the 


horses, or growing organic crops or raising 
grass-fed beef, on a centrally located farm 
in a beautiful township. 

“The future of racing in New Jersey is 
really at question,” she said. “The days of 
a New Jersey circuit are long gone. The 
governor and legislature of New Jersey 
have undervalued the industry and have 
failed to support it, preferring to give only 
convenient and expedient lip service. 

“I am, however, grateful to many indi¬ 
viduals in New Jersey for their stalwart 
leadership and dedicated efforts to secure 
Monmouth Park and the presence of 
Thoroughbred racing.” ^ 
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Talking 

Stallions 

Newcomers, familiar names combine 
to make up regional stud book

L ike all good things, making a Thoroughbred stallion takes time. Wait 
and see and hope might as well be engraved on the brass halter 
plates along with the names. And the mantra is never more apparent 
than when looking at the cast of stallions in the Mid-Atlantic. 

Gone are the big names of the recent past—Not For Love, Allen’s 
Prospect, Two Punch and so on. Here stands a varied lineup of trans¬ 
plants, promising rookies and youngsters looking to make a big splash with 
first or second crops to race. All are somewhat at the mercy of the various 
state breeding incentive programs, which waver like the flags on a beach 
bandstand—first one way, then the next. 


“The good news is that there’s no 
question there’s a better set of horses 
there than there was five years ago,” said 
Kentucky-based bloodstock consultant 
Frank Mitchell about the Mid-Atlantic’s 
stallion roster. “In terms of young pros¬ 
pects, a couple of nice horses have been 
moved in. There are two or three pretty 
cool new horses that are certainly worth 
knowing about.” 

Mitchell listed Orientate, Super Ninety 
Nine, Imagining, Bourbon Courage, Jump 
Start, Golden Lad, Outflanker and a few 
others and likes what he sees from the 
other side of the Appalachians. 

“It’s a fascinating thing for me to 
watch,” said Mitchell, author of the book 
Racehorse Breeding Theories. “The driving 


force in the Kentucky market is the sale. 
If people think they can breed a sales 
horse by a stallion, they’ll use him at some 
price but that’s the trick—balancing price 
against what the yearlings and 2-year-olds 
will sell for. Unless a horse can compete 
in the commercial market in Kentucky, he 
just doesn’t last. He gets passed over pretty 
quickly.” 

And that’s where regional stallion mar¬ 
kets hold something of an advantage, 
or at least a key to potential greatness. 
Kentucky stallions that don’t quite keep 
up with the sales game move to other 
states and get second chances. New stal¬ 
lions who wouldn’t compete with the big 
names there, get a bit more of a chance 
here. Stallions can be priced lower, and 


mare owners can breed to race or for the 
sales ring. 

“The Mid-Atlantic states don’t have to 
overpay for a stud fee to begin with, and 
that helps a horse get started sometimes,” 
Mitchell said. “Kentucky is a highly com¬ 
mercial prospect. You look at sales medi¬ 
ans 18 to 24 months into it and there are 
very, very few stallions that can keep you 
above the budget. Regional markets are an 
easier place to play.” 

As long as the state’s racing and breed¬ 
ing programs provide the right game. For 
a decade, Maryland’s Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try lost ground to its neighbors West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania as those states 
reaped the benefits of purses and breed¬ 
ing funds fueled by slot machines. Now, 
the trend is leaning back toward Maryland 
because of improved racing product and 
its strong stallion, breeder and owner 
incentives —all powered by slots. Couple 
Maryland’s growth with business declines 
in West Virginia and Pennsylvania and it’s 
easy to see why the Free State added the 
region’s biggest new sire names for 2016. 

Maryland’s sire ranks include newcom¬ 
ers Bourbon Courage, Golden Lad and 
Imagining. Pennsylvania adds Lord Shana- 
kill and Last Gunfighter among others. 

“Maryland is going great guns, Pennsyl¬ 
vania is contracting,” Mitchell said. “People 
see it. It’s got nothing to do with the racing 
product. It’s uncertainty among breeders 
and mares and activity of stallions.” 
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The first son of Medaglia d’Oro to stand in the region, Golden Lad casts a shadow at Northview Stallion Station in Maryland. 


The New Guys 

Any talk of the region’s 2016 stal¬ 
lion lineup starts in Chesapeake City, Md., 
where two of the region’s busiest farms 
share the intersection of Myrtle Wilson 
and St. Augustine roads. Northview 
Stallion Station continues to fill the giant 
footprints left by Windfields Farm so many 
years ago while Heritage Stallions, which 
starts its third breeding season, tries to 
continue its growth. 

Call Northview the establishment. The 
region’s perennial leader Not For Love 
was retired last year, but still adds class 
to a stallion barn of Bandbox, Buffum, 
Golden Lad, Great Notion, Orientate and 
Redeemed. Orientate is Maryland’s leading 
active sire, while Great Notion is second. 
Golden Lad, the region’s only son of 
Medaglia d’Oro at stud, is the new name. 

“There’s plenty to like there,” Mitchell 
said of Golden Lad, a multiple graded 
stakes winner campaigned by his breed¬ 
er Robsham Stables. “The first Medaglia 


d’Oro of significance at stud started with 
runners in 2014 so he’s really very young as 
a sire of stallions in terms of performance 
on the racetrack.” 

Of course, that first Medaglia d’Oro 
son was Warrior’s Reward, a Kentucky 
stallion whose career blasted off with six 
winners from his first 10 runners in 2014. 
Golden Lad won’t have to do that well to 
be a success, but Northview can hope. 

“Northview always tries to give its 
breeders the best combination of blood¬ 
lines, conformation and racing ability 
at an affordable price,” said Northview 
President/CEO Richard Golden. “Golden 
Lad once again fits the bill and conforms 
to Northview’s requirements. Golden Lad 
has initially been very well received.” 

Beyond specific stallions, regional farms 
count on state incentive programs to drive 
interest-and Northview is no different. 

“At the moment it is still early, especially 
for regional farms,” Golden said in mid- 
December. “We are somewhat more active 
than last year, but we should be due to the 


increased purse structure, and breeders/ 
owners’ bonuses that have become part of 
our racing income.” 

Across the street at Heritage, newcom¬ 
ers Bourbon Courage and Imagining join 
Despite the Odds, Seville (Ger), Street 
Magician and Tritap. The rookies bring 
name recognition, pedigree and classy race 
records. They also pack plenty of interest. 

“The reaction’s been good for every¬ 
body that I’ve talked to,” said Heritage’s 
Louis Merryman. “Seville [his new horse 
last year] was a little bit of a stretch to 
talk to people about, but these guys seem 
easier.” 

Seville’s European flavor may have 
vexed local breeders a little (he still covered 
more than 90 mares), but the class of 2016 
should look more familiar. 

Imagining raced mainly in New York, 
earned more than $1 million and won a 
Grade 1 stakes on turf. Bred and raced by 
the Phipps family, his pedigree screams 
sire power with Not For Love, Super 
Saver, Girolamo, Bluegrass Cat, Polish 
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A major winner by Lion Heart, Bourbon Courage sprints into stud duty at Maryland’s Heritage Stallions. 


Numbers, Private Account, Mutakddim 
and Frost Giant in the family. Imagining’s 
dam Daydreaming is a full sister to suc¬ 
cessful young sire Girolamo, who started 
so well in New York that Darley moved 
him to Kentucky Daydrearning’s dam Get 
Lucky is a full sister to Not For Love. 

A robust chestnut with three stock¬ 
ings and a jaggedy blaze, Imagining will 
also make anyone—mare owner or mail¬ 
man-stop and look. 

“He’s got a knockout pedigree,” said 
Mitchell. “He’s by Giant’s Causeway out of 
a super, super Phipps family and he is a big, 
strong, great looking horse. Turf is what 
kept him out of Kentucky, but he’ll get a 
chance in Maryland.” 

Bourbon Courage will as well, but for 
different reasons. 

“In my position I have to listen to every 
breeder’s theory and every time somebody 
tells me a rule they need for a stallion I can 
show them five leading sires that break 
the rules,” said Merryman. “What it really 
comes down to is guts and class.” 

And Bourbon Courage had loads of 
that. The son of Lion Heart won four 
of 25 starts and just one stakes, but he 


placed in 12 other races (10 stakes) and was 
beaten 2 lengths when fourth in the 2014 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint after rallying eight 
wide from way back. 

Merryman compared his horse to lead¬ 
ing sire City Zip, who transferred as much 
determination to his progeny as he did 
ability. Maybe Bourbon Courage can do 
the same. 

“City Zip was gutsy as hell as a race¬ 
horse and his kids are too,” said Merryman. 
“I’ve watched Bourbon Courage’s races 
over and over and over again and that’s the 
way he was. The Breeders’ Cup Sprint, the 
West Virginia Derby ... he almost never 
threw in a bad race.” 

The newcomers add more youth to a 
relatively new stallion roster at Heritage. 
Only Street Magician and Despite the 
Odds remain from the farm’s original six 
stallions introduced in 2014. Seville and 
Tritap stand their second seasons in 2016. 

The turnover is natural, especially as 
Maryland’s industry continues to rebound 
with added incentives for breeders and 
stallion owners. 

“All of the stakeholders have to do 
their part,” Merryman said. “The Maryland 


Jockey Club is doing its part, you see some 
awesome things at the track. We, the stal¬ 
lion guys, have to bring in horses that 
compete. Every single sector took a hit and 
for it to be really healthy every sector needs 
to come back. I’m seeing a lot of people 
working really hard to bring their portion 
for the industry back. There’s energy and 
enthusiasm that I haven’t seen in a long 
time.” 

Some of that same enthusiasm used 
to be in Pennsylvania, but seems to have 
relocated. Blame goes in a variety of direc¬ 
tions and covers a smaller national foal 
crop, uncertainty around the state’s racing 
schedule and improvements to business in 
Maryland. 

Regardless, the days of nearly 1,800 
mares bred in the state (in 2009) appear to 
be gone. The number will be closer to 600 
this year. 

From a stallion standpoint, Northview 
PA leads the way with its predictable 
quality. At $10,000 live foal, Jump Start 
is the region’s most expensive stallion. 
Deservedly. The state’s leading sire had 
87 winners by mid-December, with 2015 
earnings of more than $4.6 million. 
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Grade 1 winner Imagining, whose pedigree is full of successful sires, joins the ranks at Heritage. 


“He’s a really, really good, useful horse,” 
said Mitchell. “He’s always there giving you 
a good racehorse. He’s by the line [A.P. 
Indy] that wants to dominate American 
racing. They fit the market, they fit the 
racetrack, they have the body, they have 
the speed, they have the combination that 
works time and again.” 

Jump Start’s barnmate El Padrino bred 
109 mares in 2015 (his second season) 
and the son of Pulpit makes people pay 
attention. They lead a lineup that also 
includes Bullsbay, Fairbanks and Medallist, 
though Northview will go without state- 
bred celebrity Smarty Jones (who moved 
to Kentucky’s Calumet Farm). 

The farm was listed for sale in 2015, 
but Golden retains ownership and said the 
2016 breeding season will be business as 
usual. “That farm is off of the market right 
now and will be until after the breeding 
season is completely over,” he said. 

Unlike Northview, plenty changes at 
Pennsylvania’s Pin Oak Lane Stud. 

Dr. Bill Solomon brings in Lord 
Shanakill and Last Gunfighter, who join 
Corinthian, Albert the Great, Norman 
Asbjornson and More Smoke. Solomon 


can and will talk for hours about the state 
of the Pennsylvania breeding industry, 
with insight and knowledge. He’s as invest¬ 
ed as anyone. 

“We’d be a lot happier if there was 
a beeline to Pennsylvania like there was 
in the first four years of the [slots] bill,” 
he said, while checking off reasons like 
smaller foal crops in the nation, the lack 
of a signature racing day along the lines of 
the Maryland Million and better incentives 
for breeders and stallion owners in other 
states. 

But Pin Oak Lane carries on. 

Lord Shanakill relocates from Ireland, 
but packs plenty of American interest 
through his sire Speightstown. 

“He was a whisker away from being a 
champion 2-year-old,” said Solomon of a 
second in England’s Group 1 Dewhurst 
in 2008. “He’s one of the nicest horses to 
come to Pennsylvania and the region, for 
sure.” 

Lord Shanakill won an English Group 2 
as a 2-year-old and added a French Group 
1 win the next season. The speedster won 
at 6, 7 and 8 furlongs and earned just shy 
of $1 million. Bred in Kentucky, he stood

his first four seasons in Ireland and is in 
Pennsylvania as the property of the Irish 
National Stud and Mark Gittins, who raced 
the horse in Europe. 

The move represents a new twist on a 
regional stallion. Solomon heard the horse 
was available and initially sought to buy out 
the Irish National Stud’s interest. Then the 
farm (owned by the Irish National Stud) 
and Gittins, who is expected to send sev¬ 
eral mares to the new sire, retained owner¬ 
ship and put Solomon in charge. 

Last Gunfighter (by First Samurai) 
was a successful racehorse with nine wins 
(seven stakes) and $1.2 million earned, 
including a local score in the 2013 Pimlico 
Special Stakes-G3. 

“He’s bred right, he beat just about every 
good horse of his generation and he’ll get 
some attention,” said Solomon, respon¬ 
sible for a run of successful Pennsylvania 
stallions over the last several years. 

Pin Oak Lane stood Pennsylvania lead¬ 
ers Offlee Wild, who was sold to Turkey by 
Darley; Any Given Saturday, who was sold 
to Korea by Darley; and Rockport Harbor, 
who died in 2013. Following those hoof- 
prints, Corinthian has been at or near the

top of the state sire rankings since moving 
to Pin Oak Lane for the 2014 season. 

Holding Course 

Country Life Farm did not add a new 
stallion for 2016, though the venerable 
Maryland nursery can be excused after 
adding a stallion a year for the previ¬ 
ous four. The group includes Fries an Fire 
(whose first foals are 3-year-olds), Cal 
Nation (whose first crop will race this 
year), Freedom Child (whose first foals are 
yearlings) and Super Ninety Nine (whose 
first crop arrives this year). 

That strategy gives Country Life some¬ 
thing of a head start when it comes to 
enhanced incentives for breeders and sires. 

“We started slowly bringing it back, all 
because the slots had turned the tide and 
now we’re ahead of the curve a little bit,” 
said Mike Pons. “We were bridesmaids on 
a few [new stallions] we were shooting 
for, but that’s OK. There’s some growing 
pains because the mare pool has stayed 
pretty much static, but if you look at the 
stallions in the region now compared to 
two or three years ago there’s a lot more 
out there.” 

Pons remembers trainer Shug 
McGaughey showing off Imagining as a

sire prospect at Pimlico in 2013. It would 
have been a reach then (the horse had yet 
to win a stakes). Now, it makes sense. 

“It’s very intensive and all-consuming,” 
said Pons of launching a stallion. “It takes 
cash, time and your energy to launch these 
guys. We’ve got a training center too, so 
there’s a lot to do. It’s a half-a-million-dol- 
lar investment to bring in a stallion. If you 
look over your four- or five-year horizon, 
there’s a substantial investment in addition 
to your acquisition cost.” 

Pons said Maryland’s racing climate 
makes the task easier than it used to be and 
points to the involvement of Kentucky 
partners Spendthrift Farm (Freedom Child 
and Super Ninety Nine) and WinStar 
Farm (Cal Nation). Spendthrift, which also 
teamed up with Country Life on for¬ 
mer Maryland sire Malibu Moon, has 20 
mares in Maryland and will soon be racing 
Maryland-breds. 

“They’re going to weigh in, and you’ll 
see an impact,” Pons said of national breed¬ 
ers. “The bonsues on these Maryland-bred 
horses, you get a dividend of 30 percent. 
That matters. When I go to Kentucky now, 
the buzz is all Maryland—New York and 
Maryland. They used to say, You want to 


take my horse where?’ That’s a great advan¬ 
tage we’ve all got right now.” 

Country Life stood Maryland success 
stories Allen’s Prospect and Malibu Moon 
(now at Spendthrift for $95,000) among 
others, and hears the talk about the region 
needing another standout sire to truly 
arrive. The story goes that Maryland needs 
a stallion that convinces regional breeders 
to keep their mares in the region while 
at the same time attracts business from 
Kentucky mare owners. 

Easier said than done, of course. 

The big names in the region’s recent 
stallion history—Not For Love, Two 
Punch, Allen’s Prospect, Malibu Moon and 
the like-climbed the ladder of success. 

“Everybody hollers that they want a 
$10,000 or a $15,000 stallion in the region, 
but if you look back at it, it’s all horses that 
earned their way there,” said Pons “Allen’s 
Prospect, Citidancer, Carnivalay all started 
at $2,500 or so for us. Not For Love did 
it baby after baby, same thing with Allen’s 
Prospect. Malibu Moon would have been 
that horse, but he wouldn’t have made 
$95,000 here. He could have stood for 15 
or 20 here.” 

While not on par with Maryland or 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia’s sire market 
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Co-owned by Irish National Stud, Lord Shanakill stands at Pin Oak Lane in Pennsylvania. 


maintains a niche-serving in-state breed¬ 
ers with a mix of horses who fuel the state- 
bred racing programs at Charles Town 
Races and Mountaineer Park. Names like 
Limehouse, Charitable Man, Windsor 
Castle, Fiber Sonde and others return and 
attract the most attention. 

Like Pennsylvania, West Virginia feels 
some contraction, and some pain, from 
competition, smaller foal crops and an 
unsettled legislative/racing climate. A com¬ 
mittee appointed by the racing commission 
recently completed a study to address the 
issues and a group called West Virginia 
Racing United recendy formed to promote 
the interests of live racing in the state. 

Keys to the Future 

All politics is local. And every part of 
the Thoroughbred industry is connected - 
especially in states where slot-machine 
revenue supports racing and breeding. 
Programs depend on incentives for breed¬ 
ers, owners and stud farms to succeed 
even if the ultimate determining factor is 
racetrack performance. 

“A new stallion has five crops to prove 
himself to the breeding community,” said 
Northview’s Golden. “If his foals look 
good initially, breeders will likely stick with 


him. After that their racing ability is all that 
counts.” 

Stallion owners hope that racing abil¬ 
ity translates to success in their home 
states-which offer bonuses designed to 
encourage additional business. 

“Years ago, a good year by a stallion 
meant a hundred grand in Maryland,” said 
Pons of Country Life Farm. “Now, a good 
year could be $250,000 or more. If the 
stallions are good enough, [the bonus] is 
an annuity stream that’s pretty powerful. 
You’re going to fail sometimes, but you’ve 
got to try, and [state stallion bonuses] 
encourage you to try. That’s how this busi¬ 
ness works.” 

The commercial market matters, too, 
and (as they do in Kentucky) stud farms 
monitor supply and demand. 

“Fasig-Tipton is another stakeholder, 
and they’re important,” said Merryman 
of the Kentucky-based sales company, 
which operates a Mid-Afiantic division in 
Maryland. “We rolled the dice on two stal¬ 
lions we stretched out for. Do the mares 
come first or do the stallions? It’s the same 
with the sales. Do the horses come first or 
do the buyers?” 

In both cases, the region may be poised 
to find out. ^ 


Who is the first regional stallion-not 
at your farm-you would breed to? 

Louis Merryman, Heritage Stallions: “I am 

a diehard fan of Jump Start. I love the horse. If 
I went outside of my farm, which I will not, it 
would have to be him. I think Friesan Fire is off 
to a good start, too. I was disheartened for Dr. 
(Bill) Solomon when he lost Offlee Wild and Any 
Given Saturday last year.” 

Mike Pons, Country Life Farm: “I bought 
a share to Seville a year ago. He’s a different 
type of horse and a Galileo should work here. El 
Padrino reminds me of Super Ninety Nine. I think 
his future is very clear. Jump Start left Kentucky 
and sustained success. You can make a case for 
a half-a-dozen horses and that’s a good thing.” 

Richard Golden, Northview Stallion 
Station: “If there was another stallion in the 
region that was producing some quality runners 
at this point, I would definitely send a mare or 
two to that stallion. Right now that is not hap¬ 
pening.” 

Bill Solomon, Pin Oak Lane: Jump Start. 
“He obviously has produced a nice group of 
racehorses on the higher-caliber end. He gets 
a decent percentage of upscale racehorses. He 
doesn’t have champions, but he gets graded 
horses. He’s the only horse in the Mid-Atlantic, 
other than the ones that I have, that catches 
my eye.”

Three-way Sweep 



Favorite Tale stars in triple play 
of stakes for Pennsylvania-breds

T he circumstances leading up to Favorite Tale’s appearance at the 
2015 Breeders’ Cup understandably should have given his con¬ 
nections cause for pause taking on the world’s best, never mind 
running back less than four weeks later. 

Crack sprinter Favorite Tale delighted jockey Javier Castellano with a score in the Fabulous Strike. 
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They were as undeterred as the Tale 
of the Cat gelding, who rewarded their 
resilience with a third in the Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-Gl Oct. 31 and then with a victory 
in the $200,000 Fabulous Strike during the 
annual Thanksgiving Eve Racing Festival 
at Penn National Race Course Nov. 25. 
Favorite Tale dominated the 6-furlong 
Fabulous Strike, winning on the lead by 
2 lengths over longshots Majestic Hussar 
and the mare Galiana, for his third victory 
in seven starts in 2015. 

The Fabulous Strike, one of three stakes 
run early on the evening program, came 25 
days after Favorite Tale chased probable 
champion male sprinter Runhappy and 
multiple Grade 1 winner Private Zone 
in the Breeders’ Cup at Keeneland. The 
Pennsylvania-bred lost by just 1% lengths 
that day, after enduring arguably the big¬ 
gest roadblocks of any of the nearly 200 
horses to compete during the two days in 
Lexington. 

“Thankfully he came back good from 
[the Breeders’ Cup] and was in form,” said 
trainer Guadalupe Preciado. “A couple 
weeks after, I breezed him one day nice 
and easy to see how he’d come back. He 
came back good, so a week later I breezed 
him again and decided to run.” 

Favorite Tale’s work leading up to the 
Fabulous Strike was done at Parx Racing, 
where his meandering story this fall got 
its start. 

A few days after Favorite Tale won a 
four-horse allowance race for state-breds 
Sept. 26, the Parx stable area was put under 
quarantine because a 2-year-old filly tested 
positive for the equine herpesvirus. 

Even though the filly tested for low 
levels of the contagious disease, the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture 
mandated that no horses be allowed to 
leave for 28 days. 

Preciado and Paul Conaway, who bred 
and races Favorite Tale in the name of his 
PJG Stable, flew into action. 

They needed a plan to get out of 
Parx so they could be at Keeneland 72 
hours before the Breeders’ Cup Sprint—a 
Breeders’ Cup rule—and considering the 
Parx quarantine would not expire until 
Oct. 28 it would be cutting it too close. 
They were eventually allowed to remove 
Favorite Tale from Parx under the condi¬ 
tion that he be isolated. 

“It was like a nightmare, it was one 
thing after the other,” Preciado said. “It’s 
hard, especially for the horse to keep 
moving from here to there and then some¬ 


where else. It’s not easy, but he looked like 
he enjoyed it.” 

Favorite Tale landed at a private farm 
in Pennsylvania near Maryland’s Fair Hill 
Training Center, where he trained out of a 
barn shared with some chickens and a dog 
and on a small half-mile track. Preciado 
said Favorite Tale enjoyed the tranquil 
setting, but still faced an obstacle when it 
came time for a breeze two weeks out from 
the Sprint. 

“We went to the farm, it was like a 
half-mile track and he needed to be alone 
over there because he was in quarantine,” 
Preciado said of Twin Ponds Farm, owned 
by Richard Simoff. “We had him in one 
barn all by himself over there. Later when 
it was time to breeze him I went to Fair 
Hill to ask if they’d let me do it. Everybody 
was against it. Nobody wanted to let me go 
over there. 

“Then we called Delaware Park and 
Mr. [John] Mooney told me, £ Sure, you 
can come breeze him over here. Van over 
here and do it.’ After he breezed he said 
we could stay. . . in a barn by himself. We 
trained him after everybody was finished, 
kept him in quarantine until the day we 
could leave.” 

Favorite Tale worked 5 furlongs in a 
bullet :59.20 at Delaware Park Oct. 17. 
He was tested for the herpesvirus 10 days 
before the Breeders’ Cup, got clearance 
and was on his way to the big stage. And 
then he wasn’t. 

“The van broke down about halfway,” 
Preciado said. “We left Delaware at like 
7 in the morning and didn’t get there 
until almost 11 at night. The van broke 
down. On the highway a tow truck had to 
come, there was police in front of the van 
and behind it and we needed to wait for 
another van to get there. It added on like 
more five hours.” 

Cleared to run in the Grade 1, Favorite 
Tale turned heads at Keeneland with 
an impressive half-mile breeze (:47.60) 
Oct. 26. Then the bad breaks continued. 
Favorite Tale drew the outside post in a 
field of 14. 

“When I went over to the draw I 
couldn’t believe the post position,” 
Preciado said. “It’s unbelievable. I thought 
maybe we didn’t want to run. Maybe he 
wasn’t supposed to be there. Then the 
day before the race I’m there in the barn 
and I hear him coughing. I said, £ Oh now 
he’s going to be sick,’ called the doctor, we 
scoped him and there’s nothing. I asked the 
doctor why he was coughing and he said, 


£ I don’t know, everything looks good.’ He 
told me he’d be fine. 

“I thought he was sick and was like, 
after everything we went through, now 
we’ll probably be scratched.” 

The actual race went much smoother. 
Sent off at 23-1, Favorite Tale was wide 
throughout, but finished a strong third 
behind the race’s top two choices (and in 
front of such big names as Holy Boss, 
Salutos Amigos and Wild Dude). 

The Parx quarantine was lifted after 
the Breeders’ Cup and Preciado shipped 
the gelding back to his barn at the track. 
First in the Smile Sprint Stakes-G2 in July 
at Gulfstream Park and third in Saratoga’s 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt Handicap-Gl less 
than a month later, he carried top weight 
of 124 pounds in the Fabulous Strike, con¬ 
ceding anywhere from three to 10 pounds 
to seven opponents. 

The concession didn’t matter as Javier 
Castellano, who rode Favorite Tale in the 
Breeders’ Cup, put him on the lead and 
they clicked through strong early fractions 
without much pressure. They spurted away 
turning for home, opening 2 Vi lengths with 
a furlong to run and were never seriously 
tested while winning in 1:11. 

Preciado said Favorite Tale earned a 
short rest after his 2015 campaign and 
hopes to get an invitation to run in the 
$2 million Dubai Golden Shaheen-Gl in 
March at Meydan Racecourse. How to get 
there-and hopefully avoiding any similar 
obstacles that they encountered up to the 
Breeders’ Cup-is the next challenge. 

“Right now we’re thinking about that,” 
Preciado said of Dubai. “We need to figure 
out where to go. We could go to Florida 
but I don’t see much down there for him. 
I’d like to go there because of the weather 
and get him ready for March.” 

Keystone Sweep 

Favorite Tale capped a three-way sweep 
for favored Pennsylvania-breds on the 
night as Page McKenney won the $100,000 
Swatara Stakes and Behrnik’s Bank took 
the $75,000 Blue Mountain Juvenile Fillies 
Stakes earlier in the card. 

Behrnik’s Bank got the stakes started in 
the second race of the night and destroyed 
the opposition in the 6-furlong Blue 
Mountain, winning by 13 lengths in a final 
time nearly a second faster than Favorite 
Tale ran less than an hour later. The Bank 
Heist filly added the Blue Mountain to 
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Tough veteran Page McKenney scored a second stakes win in 11 days with his Swatara victory

her 1814-length victory in her debut three 
weeks earlier at Penn National. 

That impressive win—in 1:09.64 for 
6 furlongs-reportedly got the attention 
of some well-heeled owners who offered 
upwards of $750,000 to Peter Kazamias 
for his homebred filly. The calls have 
continued, according to trainer Dimitrios 
Synnefias, but she’s staying in his Penn 
National barn. 

“We’ve had a lot of calls, a lot,” Synne¬ 
fias said. “But my owner has dreams, you 
know? All the owners have dreams. Me 
too.” 

Bred in the name of Kazamias’ Kaz 
H ill Farm, Behrnik’s Bank is out of the 
stakes-placed Chimes Band mare Behrnik. 
The filly gives her connections good rea¬ 
son to dream big, based on her 31V 2 -length 
combined margin of victory and how eas¬ 
ily she does it. 

Amazingly it’s all a little surprising for 
Synnefias, who has trained since 1999 and 
was seventh in the Penn National trainer 
standings by victories with 32 through 
Dec. 16. 

“Yes she has been a little bit of a sur¬ 
prise,” Synnefias said. “In the mornings 
she didn’t look like a stakes horse. She’s a 
very quiet filly, but a very nice filly.” 

Kazamias claimed Behrnik for $25,000 
at Belmont Park in June 2006, started 
her one more time two months later, in 
allowance company at Monmouth where 
she was second, and retired her. Behrnik’s 
Bank is the fourth foal and fourth win¬ 
ner out of Behrnik, also the dam of 
New York-bred winners Mighty One and 
Earnings Release and New Jersey-bred 
winner Behr in the Woods. 

Page McKenney’s victory came in 
between the two sprint stakes in the IV 16 - 
mile Swatara. 

The now 6-year-old Eavesdropper geld¬ 
ing added the Swatara to a productive 2015 
campaign that saw him win five other 
stakes, including the Richard W Small just 
11 days earlier at Laurel. Trained by Mary 
Eppler for Adam Staple and Jalin Stable, 
Page McKenney placed in five other stakes 
to give him a perfect 100 percent in-the- 
money mark in his first 10 starts of the 
year. 

Page McKenney and Horacio Kara- 
manos took the overland route to win the 
Swatara, powering past Kobel in the stretch 
and holding off Kid Cruz up the fence to 
win by a half-length. The 3-2 favorite in the 
field of seven, Page McKenney boosted 
his seasonal earnings to $589,900 and 
career bankroll to $976,978.

A Safe Bet 

De Francis DQ puts veteran sprinter 
Gentlemen’s Bet in the winner’s circle

L uck hasn’t always been on the side 
of Gentlemen’s Bet. As far as those 
around the horse were concerned, it 
was about time he caught a break. It finally 
came Nov. 14 when the stakes were about as 
high as they could be-the $350,000 Frank 
J. De Francis Memorial Dash at Laurel 
Park. 

Trouble Kid set the pace in the 6-fur¬ 
long De Francis Dash, maintained it all 
the way and crossed the wire in 1:09.34. 
He held off Gentlemen’s Bet by three- 
quarters of a length and the race appeared 


to be over. Then the inquiry sign lit up and 
stewards began reviewing an incident on 
the backstretch. 

In an attempt to clear from the out¬ 
side post, Trouble Kid and jockey Joshua 
Navarro crossed in front of Gentlemen’s 
Bet, who had broken just to the inside. 
In the process, Gentlemen’s Bet and jock¬ 
ey Daniel Centeno took up sharply and 
bumped with 3-2 favorite Palace, who 
finished third. 

The decision seemed obvious to 
Gentlemen’s Bet’s trainer Ron Moquett, 


who watched from his base at Churchill 
Downs. Still, he held his breath. 

“You never know because it’s opin¬ 
ions,” Moquett said. “But when I saw 
the head-on, I thought that it would be a 
travesty if it didn’t come down. By defini¬ 
tion of the word interference, it means 
you cannot interfere or impede the prog¬ 
ress of another, and there’s no other way 
to describe what [Trouble Kid] did. Of 
course, I realize I’m biased.” 

The stewards agreed with Moquett and 
disqualified Trouble Kid to second, result¬ 
ing in Gentlemen’s Bet being declared 
the winner. While Moquett and his wife 
Laura—who had traveled to Maryland with 
the horse-celebrated, it was a tough pill 
for the connections of Trouble Kid. 

“These things happen. What are you 
going to do?” said trainer Ramon Preciado. 
“We were a little bit disappointed but at the 
same time we were happy. He’s a fast horse 
and I’ll tell you what, the way he ran, that’s 
what I wanted to see.” 

The De Francis Dash appeared to be 
another step in the right direction for 
Trouble Kid. The Kentucky-bred son of 
Harlan’s Holiday, one of two 3-year-olds 
in the race, came in riding a four-race 
win streak that included the Gallant Bob 
Stakes-G3. 

“I tell you the truth, if that happened 
from the quarter pole to the wire, I’d agree 
with [the stewards],” Preciado said. “But at 
about the five-eighths pole, when you’ve 
got plenty of time? I know they were never 
going to catch my horse because my horse 
is doing really good right now. He’s fast. 
When he feels someone coming after him, 
he keeps on going.” 

Moquett shot down the assertion that 
the inquiry held less merit because the inci¬ 
dent in question occurred early in the race. 

“That’s something I’ve never under¬ 
stood,” he said. “I started out with Quarter 
Horses. I don’t care if you’re running 6 fur¬ 
longs, three-eighths of a mile, a quarter of 
a mile or a mile and a half. If you impede at 
any point in the race and you cost someone 
to lose their positioning, then it has to be 
looked at.” 

The inquiry evoked flashbacks to the 
2014 Breeders’ Cup Classic, when stewards 
didn’t disqualify Bayern despite what many 
thought was clear evidence of interference 
after the break. Moquett said he thought 
California stewards made a mistake in the 
Breeders’ Cup and that the stewards in

Maryland got it right in the De Francis 
Dash. 

“I actually bet on [Bayern] that day and 
thought he should come down,” he said. 
“I honestly threw my ticket down when he 
didn’t come down. I thought that was the 
wrong call.” 

When the dust settled, there was much 
celebration from the camp of Gendemen’s 
Bet. Bred in Florida by Juvenal Diaz, 
the dark bay, now 7, is a son of graded 
stakes winner Half Ours and the unraced 
Gentlemen (Arg) mare Lady of Sun. He’s 
owned by Litde Rock, Ark., business¬ 
man Harry Rosenblum who, along with 
Moquett, sent Far Right to the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl last year. 

At one time, Gendemen’s Bet was con¬ 
sidered a promising Derby prospect. He 
romped to a debut victory at Gulfstream 
Park in January of his 3-year-old season 
for trainer Wayne Catalano. However, the 
horse came out of the race with a condylar 
fracture in his right front ankle. The injury 
sidelined him until the following February. 

Gentlemen’s Bet returned in 2013 with 
Moquett as his new trainer. The horse won 
four of five races upon his return, includ¬ 
ing the $125,000 Iowa Sprint Handicap at 
Prairie Meadows. He was already becom¬ 
ing a barn favorite when, in November of 
that year, Gendemen’s Bet finished third in 
the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl. 

The future seemed bright, only to be 
darkened by another setback. Gendemen’s 
Bet grabbed a quarter in the Breeders’ Cup 
and wouldn’t be seen on the track for the 
rest of 2013 and all of 2014. Throughout 
the recovery, Moquett knew the “warrior” 
of his stable would bounce back. 

“Whether it be a foot or different stuff 
he’s had to overcome, every time he just 
does it,” Moquett said. “I would like him 
if he wasn’t only big, beautiful and fast 
because of his personality. He’s got this 
machismo attitude. He’s kind of like £ the 
man.’” 

Gentlemen’s Bet reinforced his tough- 
guy status in only his second race back 
from injury, winning the $100,000 Hot 
Springs Stakes at Oaklawn Park last March. 
After that, he ran exclusively in graded 
stakes company. 

He didn’t hit the board in those races 
and scoping revealed that an earlier tieback 
procedure was failing. It was corrected 
and Moquett again set his sights on the 
Breeders’ Cup. When Gentlemen’s Bet 
wasn’t selected into the main draw of 
the Sprint field, the trainer pointed to 
Maryland. 


“I’ve always wanted to run in the De 
Francis and this year was our first oppor¬ 
tunity,” he said. 

It was Moquett’s biggest win in Mary¬ 
land. He’d previously saddled Bim Bam 
to a third in the 2011 Dixie Stakes-G2 at 
Pimlico. Despite winning the De Francis 
via disqualification, he doesn’t feel any less 
satisfied. 

“They’ve got a really nice horse and 
they run a really nice race,” he said of 
Trouble Kid. “It’s just a judgment call and 
these [stewards] are very good at it. They 
make a lot of split decisions and some¬ 
times it goes that way. I don’t think any¬ 
body meant to do anything but I would’ve 
liked to have seen the race without having 
to take back. Maybe we could’ve seen who 
would’ve won.” 

Winning the De Francis Dash with 
Gentlemen’s Bet, who’d overcome so 
much just to make it to the race, was extra 
special for the horse’s team. Moquett noted 
that one positive from the setbacks is that 
Gentlemen’s Bet is lightly raced for his 
age. He won for the seventh time in 16 
starts and the win boosted his earnings to 
$731,390. The plan is to bring him back 
this year. 

“You don’t let age determine whether 
or not you’re ready to run,” Moquett said. 
“You let the horse. I don’t care if he’s 9 or 
10; if he channels his inner Ben’s Cat, then 
I’ll let him run. He’s always been the big 
horse to us. Others come and go, he stays 
there and on any given day he can run a 
race that you can tell your grandkids about. 
He’s got a special place with me.” 


‘AWESOME’ PERFORMANCE 

He didn’t come cheap and he didn’t 
get his racing career off to the greatest of 
starts, but Colts Neck Stables’ Awesome 
Speed rewarded his owner’s investment 
in the $100,000 James F. Lewis III Stakes 
Nov. 14. 

The price tag for Awesome Speed at 
the 2015 Fasig-Tipton Florida sale of 
selected 2-year-olds in training in March 
was $335,000. Owner Richard Santulli was 
happy to pay it and get the colt home 
to Colts Neck, N.J., with trainer Alan 
Goldberg. 

“He breezed very fast. He looked like 
he had a long, steady cruising speed,” 
said Goldberg’s assistant Jorge Duarte Jr. 
“To be honest with you, A1 was pretty 
confident at the moment of purchase. He 
thought he was getting his money’s worth.” 

What Duarte and Goldberg saw dur¬ 
ing the breeze show only reaffirmed their 
confidence in Awesome Speed’s physique 
and bloodlines. Bred in Kentucky by H. 
Allen Poindexter, Awesome Speed is by 
1998 Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl winner 
Awesome Again out of the Aptitude mare 
Speedy Escape, a half-sister to multiple 
stakes winner and $525,708-earner Just 
CaH Me Carl. 

Awesome Speed’s first test in a race 
came in a Parx maiden special weight in 
late August. He finished seventh, some 
14 Vi lengths behind Discreet Lover. There 
was dejection in the Awesome Speed camp 
but not total disappointment. 

“He was probably a little green,” Duarte 
said. “He didn’t get off as great as we

expected and then he had a little trouble 
down the backside. He got checked two 
or three times. After that, for a first-time 
starter, he kind of lost all chances.” 

The scene switched to Laurel Park for 
Awesome Speed’s second start. The colt 
stalked the early pace while wide and drew 


off to win by nearly 4 lengths. The effort 
was strong enough for Goldberg to set his 
sights on the Lewis. 

Pre-race attention went to Zayat 
Stables’ King Kranz, who despite coming 
in winless from three career starts went 
off at 4-5. M M G Racing Stable’s Never 


Gone South was the second choice at 3-1 
with Awesome Speed next at nearly 7-1. 
Awesome Speed and Horacio Karamanos 
raced just off the lead of King Kranz early, 
headed that rival approaching the half-mile 
mark, took the lead in the stretch and held 
off Never Gone South to win in 1:09.67 
for 6 furlongs. 

“We were kind of waiting on a perfor¬ 
mance like that,” Duarte said. “He was 
sharp, forward, had good position and 
turning for home it seemed like it was hard 
for them to go by. He just kept running.” 

With each step he took, Awesome 
Speed validated the strong convictions of 
his owner and trainer. He’d come a long 
way in 11 weeks, the amount of time that 
had elapsed since his disappointing debut. 

“It was probably a good experience 
race for him,” Duarte said. “He came out 
of that race pretty good, it sharpened him 
up. At Laurel, sometimes the fractions 
are a little more forgiving than at Parx or 
some other tracks like Monmouth. So, in 
Maryland [we felt it] was going to be a 
perfect trip for him, track-wise and pace 
scenario-wise.” 

Awesome Speed will spend the winter 
at Palm Meadows in South Florida with 
other Colts Neck horses, possibly with a 
plan to stretch him out in distance. 

“That’s everybody’s dream, to get a 
2-year-old that can go two-turns,” Duarte 
said. “We’ll have to wait and see. He acts 
like he would. He acts very smart. He is 
fuller, so we’ll see if he can carry on his 
speed and go two-turns. We’ll see how that 
goes. It’s still early.”

Promising Purchase 

Magee sweats out victories despite 
back-to-back eventful trips for Dulcify

L ooking back, it was probably the best 
$25,000 Kieron Magee ever spent 
when he won a 12-way shake and 
took ownership of the 4-year-old filly 
Dulcify out of a Sept. 12 claiming race at 
Parx Racing. 

The Candy Ride (Arg) filly captured two 
consecutive allowances for Magee after 
coming to his Maryland barn, one at Laurel 
Park and the other at Penn National Nov. 
14. Magee pocketed a nifty $44,490 from 
the two first-place checks Dulcify earned, 
nearly doubling her claim price. 

“I happened to be on the golf course 
the day she was entered [for the tag] and I 
called my wife Kelly and told her to drive 
to Parx and claim her,” Magee said. “She 
said, "You’re playing golf and you want me 
to go claim a horse?”’ 

Fortunately, Kelly Magee agreed to 
make the journey up Interstate 95 to 
Bensalem, as Dulcify has proven to be 
worth the effort. 

The two races Dulcify won for Magee 
came despite extremely eventful trips. 


In her first start, on the turf at Laurel 
Oct. 10, she was piloted by 10-pound 
apprentice Keiber Rengifo. Immediately 
after the break of the 5 Vi -furlong dash, 
Rengifo lost his right iron, and it took 
about an eighth of a mile to get his foot 
back in while Dulcify galloped along in 
eighth position over the yielding course. 

Once he regained his bearings, Rengifo 
sent her up along the inside but was forced 
to check and steady numerous times. He 
was able to guide her through an open¬ 
ing along the hedge near the head of the 
stretch, collared leader Leroys Jewel and 
poked her head in front near the sixteenth 
pole. Just when it looked as if she would 
edge clear, Rengifo stood up in the irons, 
misjudging the finish line. 

Dulcify knew better where the finish 
was than her jockey, as she kept driving 
and won by a neck over Leroys Jewel to 
return $57. 

Watching all this transpire was a horri¬ 
fied Kieron Magee, who thought that the 
inexperienced apprentice had cost him 
the race. 


“I was screaming at the television,” 
Magee said. “I was not amused at all. 
Looking back now, I can laugh about it, but 
at the time I was pretty upset.” 

When it came time to enter Dulcify 
Nov. 14 at Penn National, Magee debated 
whether to ride Rengifo back. 

“I thought about sacking him,” he said. 
“But then I thought, "let the chips fall 
where they may.’” 

Magee reached for the antacids again 
after Dulcify’s trip at Penn National. She 
broke well in that start going 6 furlongs on 
the dirt, but Rengifo was forced to steady 
her multiple times from the half-mile pole 
until the turn as he ran her up behind rivals. 
Once he was able to angle her outside at 
the head of the lane, she rallied strongly 
to the front and drew off with a flourish, 
winning by 4 lengths. 

Dulcify improved to four wins in 19 
starts and earnings of $173,949. Placed as 
a 2-year-old in the Deputy Jane West Stakes 
at Woodbine, Dulcify is out of the stakes- 
placed Storm Cat mare Storm Breaking, 
who is also the dam of stakes winner Hung 
the Moon. 

""I claimed her strictly as a broodmare 
prospect,” Magee said. ""I’m a claiming 
trainer—you couldn’t pay me to breed a 
horse. I might run her one more time 
before the end of the year, and then she’ll 
be sold at auction as a broodmare. We 
obviously cashed in on this claim.” 

Magee, 54, worked as an exercise rider 
at the Maryland tracks before turning his 
career focus to training. 

""I was getting too old to gallop horses 
for a living,” Magee said. ""I broke my back 
twice [as a rider] and it was time. My heart 
was telling me it was time to do something 
else.” 

As Magee tells it, the first horse he and 
his wife claimed (Simoom off John Fisher 
Nov. 8, 2007, for $7,500), was financed 
by a combination of maxing out three 
credit cards and borrowing $1,000 from his 
mother-in-law. 

""We won two races with Simoom, then 
eventually lost the horse for $10,000 at 
Parx,” he said. ""My wife was in tears but I 
was excited because we could start build¬ 
ing.” 

Magee’s barn subsequently became one 
of the top claiming outfits in the region. 
Through Dec. 15, he’d won 114 races from 
412 starts (27.7 percent), while finishing 
in the money 61.4 percent of the time. 
His purse total of $2,039,019 was already 
a career best with a few weeks remaining 
in 2015.

Bank humbled nine rivals in her career 
debut Nov. 4, easily drawing away to win 
by 18 V 2 lengths. 

A homebred for Peter Kazamias trained 
by Dimitrios Synnefias, Behrnik’s Bank 
led from the start under Edwin Gonzalez, 
completing 6 furlongs in 1:09.64. She’s out 
of the stakes-placed Chimes Band mare 


Behrnik, who has produced four winners 
from four starters. 

The filly became the first winner for her 
sire Bank Heist, a half-brother to champi¬ 
on and multiple Grade 1 winner Midnight 
Lute who stands at Kazamias’ Kaz Hill 
Farm in Middletown, N.Y. 

I Drum Roll was winless for more than 
two years until this past September. He 
broke the drought with a victory at Finger 


Lakes Sept. 14 and made it two in a row 
when he took command early and took 
a $33,300 Pennsylvania-bred allowance 
going 6 furlongs Nov. 4. 

The son of Majestic Warrior trained 
by Chris Englehart for My Purple Haze 
Stables defeated a salty group of seasoned 
sprinters under William Otero, racing three 
wide throughout before unleashing a pow¬ 
erful kick down the lane to score by 1 % 
lengths in 1:09.89. 

Drum Roll began his career with train¬ 
er Todd Pletcher after representatives of 
Coolmore purchased him for $300,000 at 
the 2012 OBS April 2-year-olds in training 
sale, and he broke his maiden at first asking 
that July at Monmouth Park. A fourth in 
the Saratoga Special Stakes-G2 at Saratoga 
and third in the Sapling Stakes-G3 at 
Monmouth followed, but Drum Roll then 
changed hands several times in the next 
two years via the claim box before winding 
up with Englehart. 

Bred by Barbara Reid and Dan Ryan 
out of the Forest Wildcat mare Sparkling 
Forest, Drum Roll has won four of 20 
starts and earned $134,124 through early 
December.

Eighth Wonder runs streak to three 
with Freyer Stakes score for Curry

G ryphon Investments’ Eighth Wonder 
kept her record perfect at three starts, 
three wins with a dominating perfor¬ 
mance in the $75,000 Donna Freyer Stakes 
for 2-year-old fillies Nov. 15 at Parx Racing. 

The Freyer, restricted to fillies who 
spent 90 days in South Carolina and whose 
breeders paid a nomination fee to the 
South Carolina Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association, attracted a field 
of seven, with Eighth Wonder going off as 
the 1-5 favorite. 

With regular rider Jose Flores up for 
trainer Dee Curry, Eighth Wonder stepped 
quickly from the gate, established an early 
4-length lead and poured it on the stretch. 
She streaked under the wire 914 lengths in 
front, covering 614 furlongs in 1:18.81. 


“Going into this race, I liked her very 
much,” said Curry, a native of Roswell, 
N.M., who once did modeling in advertise¬ 
ments for such brands as Dannon Yogurt 
before becoming a trainer. “But you still 
get nervous. It was a very confident ride 
by Jose. I put it all in his hands. We knew 
the inside of the track was a bit deeper so 
he kept her off the rail and in a good path. 
She was very impressive.” 

Eighth Wonder, a Kentucky-bred 
daughter of Pioneerof the Nile, qualified 
for the Donna Freyer by spending time 
at Dean Keller’s Keller Stables in Sum- 
merton. Keller broke Eighth Wonder to 
saddle, put a foundation into her and even 
breezed her a few times before she arrived 
at Curry’s Parx barn. Curry said that Keller 


will also layup her horses over the winter, 
and expects to send Eighth Wonder there 
for at least 60 days. 

“She’s a tall filly, and the time off will 
give her time to grow and develop,” said 
Curry. 

Eighth Wonder is out of the multiple 
stakes-winning Pioneering mare Cheeks- 
andpeanuts, who captured the Wonders 
Delight and Foxy J. G. Stakes. Eighth 
Wonder is a half sister to Grade 2-placed 
$167,990-earner Key Lime Baby and 
stakes-placed $170,650-earner Salty Cheeks. 

“Dean [Keller] has broken the whole 
family for me, beginning with Salty Cheeks 
[a foal of 2005],” Curry said. 

Curry, a longtime conditioner at Parx, 
not only trained Cheeksandpeanuts, but 
has conditioned all of her progeny and her 
half-brother, stakes-placed Wildcat Creek, 
who won first time out at Philadelphia Park 
in 1998. 

Jeffrey Bowen, a resident of Greenville, 
Del., who races under the Gryphon Invest¬ 
ments banner, has been one of Curry’s 
main owners for many years. Bowen 
also owns Portable Storage Systems 
in the Wilmington area, and Gryphon 
Investments is a venture capital and private 
equity firm. 

Eighth Wonder made her racing debut 
Sept. 19 at Parx, breaking her maiden by 
7% lengths. She returned Oct. 27 in a first- 
level allowance and won easily by 5 lengths. 
The Freyer victory boosted her earnings to 
$126,000. 

JAKE N ELW00D IN 
CAREER BEST FORM 

Since being moved to the barn of Parx’s 
leading trainer Ramon Preciado in August, 
Jake N Elwood has never been worse than 
second in five starts. 

The durable son of During has made 22 
career starts, but only one in 2014 when he 
was fourth in the Tom Fool Handicap-G3 
at Aqueduct for trainer David Duggan. 
Given 17 months off, he returned as a 
6 -year-old under Preciado’s tutelage Aug. 
17 and quickly rattled off a front-running 
score in a Delaware Park allowance, siz¬ 
zling 6 furlongs in 1:08.42. 

Wheeled back Sept. 12, the Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred gelding rolled to a 7V2-length 
win in Delaware Park’s $75,000 New Castle 
Stakes. Two seconds followed at Parx, one 
in a Sept. 26 allowance and the other in 
the Valley Forge Stakes, in which he was 
defeated by ex-claimer and graded stakes 
winner Trouble Kid.

Trained by Alan Goldberg, Name

MIKIMOTO’S MOJO is sired by 
Hold That Tiger out of Munch N Grass 
by Pleasant Colony. Mikimoto’s Mojo 
has Caveat on top and Pleasant Colony 
below yet he was quick enough to win 
at six furlongs in the Lafayette Stakes of 
2007. Retirement came early after one 
race at age three. 

The talented pedigree is latently 
packed with hidden attributes. Sire- 
1, Hold That Tiger, is bred similar to 
Hennessy, who was a successful siring 
son of Storm Cat. Hennessy was a 
proven sire of sires. 

The dam Munch N Grass’s female 
line descends from family 1-1. This 
family traces back to the Blair Athol 
mare, Paraffin(1870). There are very 
few female families that consistently 
produce good sires; this family is one 
of them. Here is a list of such sires 
with their respective champions or 
accomplishments:

Lifelong Aspirations 

Homebred star Red Hot Diva keeps 
dream alive for owner/breeder Long

S itting under the willow trees at Shen¬ 
andoah Downs, her father by her 
side, a young Naomi Long started to 
dream. She watched the horses run past 
and wondered what it would be like to one 
day be an owner. That seemed a stretch, 
let alone the thought of eventually breed¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds and winning some of 
West Virginia’s biggest races. 

Struck by his daughter’s affinity for the 
horses, Long’s father bought her one. She 
soon realized the horse she’d gotten from 
her father wasn’t especially interested in 
racing. So she sold him to someone who 
eventually turned the horse into a world- 
class eventer. With the money from the 
sale, Long purchased another horse named 
Handsome D. 

That was 42 years ago. 


Handsome D. won his first race and 
Long was on her way. 

Working with Maryland trainer Ray¬ 
mond Benton, for whom she’d initially 
walked hots when she was younger, Long 
continued to selectively buy and race hors¬ 
es until 1992 when an unexpected oppor¬ 
tunity to breed presented itself. 

Long heard about a Maryland-bred filly 
named Susies Spyder, who had broken her 
cannon bone at Charles Town in just her 
third start. Susies Spyder’s racing career 
was over, and fearing the filly’s life might 
also be in peril, Long approached owner 
Pete Melbourne and offered $500 for 
Susies Spyder. 

“And that’s really how it started,” Long 
said. “Susies Spyder became my founda¬ 
tion mare.” 


It was a shot in the dark. Long simply 
wanted to save the horse. As it turned out, 
not only did Susies Spyder survive, she 
breathed new life into Long and spun a 
web that would lead to some of her biggest 
moments in racing. 

Long reflected on those pivotal early 
days after capturing the $50,000 My Sister 
Pearl Stakes Nov. 7 with Susies Spyder’s 
granddaughter, Red Hot Diva. It was Red 
Hot Diva’s second time winning the race in 
the past three years —and it was impressive. 
Under Travis Dunkelberger, Red Hot Diva 
ran away from five challengers to take the 
1 Vs-mile race by 7/4 lengths. 

“I was really proud of her,” Long said. 
“Travis rode her right. Everything went 
right. When she’s going that distance, she’s 
going to be hard to handle. I wish they 
had more of them going that distance. I 
like breeding horses to go a distance of 
ground.” 

One horse who didn’t particularly like 
going long was Red Hot Diva’s mother, 
Sweet Music. A daughter of Melodisk, 
Sweet Music broke her maiden as a 2-year- 
old in a West Virginia Breeders Classic 
Stakes and went on to win the cornerstone 
race of Long’s 4V2-decade career in rac¬ 
ing-the 2002 Cavada, the signature distaff 
race on Breeders Classic night. 

Sent off at nearly 55-1, Sweet Music 
made a run from off the pace that has been 
burned in her owner’s mind ever since. 
Sweet Music got up for the upset by three- 
quarters of a length under then-apprentice 
Matt McGowan, now Long’s son-in-law. 
It was an emotional high unlike any other, 
one that Long has been trying to get back. 

“The replay of that even now makes 
me cry to watch it,” Long said as her voice 
began to crack. 

Red Hot Diva has always looked like 
she was going to be the next great horse in 
the line tracing back to Susies Spyder. 

Diva, as Long calls her, is by Devon 
Deputy, whose dam was Devon Diva. 
When her owner saw Red Hot Diva’s long 
legs, even as a weanling and yearling, she 
decided that her attractive looking filly 
would get a name befitting her looks. 

“I kind of liked the diva thing,” Long 
said. “She was just a striking looking filly. 
Everybody that saw her was like £ oh, my 
gosh, she’s only six months old? A year 
old?’ I wanted to name her Smoking Hot 
Diva but it was taken. She’s chestnut, so I 
said, well, we’ll try Red Hot Diva.” 

Like her mother Sweet Music, Red 
Hot Diva proved precocious in winning 
two of her first three starts, including an

allowance going 6 V 2 furlongs at Charles 
Town. Trained by Ollie Figgins III, Red 
Hot Diva won the West Virginia Breeders 
Classic Distaff as a 3-year-old in 2013. She 
followed up with her first My Sister Pearl 
victory. 

As the calendar turned to 2014, a plan 
was mapped out to get Red Hot Diva to 
the Cavada and to reach the top of the 
proverbial mountain Long had climbed 
once before with Sweet Music. Everything 
fell into place for Red Hot Diva until the 
morning of the Cavada when she spiked a 
fever. Long had no choice but to scratch. 

Long again felt the time had finally 
come when Breeders Classic night rolled 
around in 2015. Though winless in her 
three races coming into the Cavada, Red 
Hot Diva had run well in finishing second 
in the Sadie Hawkins Stakes in August and 
in a September handicap. She was sent off 
as the favorite in the Cavada but settled for 
second behind Cuppa Mocha Mojo. 

“It was bad racing luck,” Long said. “If 
you look at it, she went wide. She ran fur¬ 
ther than the winner ran because she was 
like three, four or five wide. So, that makes 
a difference.” 

It was disappointing for Long. Even 
after Red Hot Diva’s ensuing victory in 
the My Sister Pearl, the Cavada was still 
on Long’s mind. It will again be the goal 
for the star of her small stable-Long only 
has one other horse in training, along with 
three weanlings, three yearlings and four 
mares—going into 2016. 

“I’m hoping that we’ll get there [in 
2016],” she said. “I mean, you know, to me 
it would just kind of be the icing on the 
cake to have had her mom win it and then 
to have her offspring win it. That would 
just really mean a lot to me.” 

Red Hot Diva’s November win was her 
11th in 24 starts. With $307,820 earned, 
she has already placed a major brick on the 
foundation laid by her $500 second dam. 
Not even in those early days under the wil¬ 
low trees with her father did Long imagine 
it all playing out like this. 

“It’s a Walt Disney fairy tale, really, for 
me,” Long said. “It was a dream.” 

SINGING HER PRAISES 

John McKee’s good 2015 got even 
better when his emergent 2 -year-old filly 
Aye a Song won the $50,000 West Virginia 
Futurity. Not only did she beat the boys, 
Aye a Song did it as the 1-10 favorite. 

“I’ve been around a long time,” McKee 
said, “and runners like her don’t come 
around very often. I’ve only had three of 


them like this in my whole life and she 
might be right up there with those other 
two.” 

It was quite the statement from a man 
who isn’t exactly one for hyperbole. After 
all, McKee has seen just about everything 
in racing since starting in the business Sept. 
21, 1969 —exactly two months and a day 
after Neil Armstrong became the first man 
to walk on the moon. Forty-six years later, 
McKee’s stock has soared higher than ever. 

McKee’s cash cow is his star stallion at 
Beau Ridge Farm in Kearneysville, Fiber 
Sonde. The sire of Aye a Song, Fiber 
Sonde is also the sire of undefeated Bullets 
Fever, the only horse to beat Aye a Song in 
her young career. The loss came in the Tri- 
State Futurity in late October. 

“They fought back and forth through¬ 
out the whole lane,” McKee said. “He’d be 
in front, then she’d be in front, then he’d 
be in front. They just swapped back and 
forth all the way through the lane. He’s 
a nice horse. He’s going to make a nice 
3-year-old.” 

Despite that, McKee said he didn’t 
feel any regret after selling Bullets Fever 
as a yearling to David Raim. In addition 
to being another promising son of Fiber 
Sonde, Bullets Fever is out of the Indian 
Charlie mare Ghost Canyon, making him 
a full-brother to Hidden Canyon. Bred 
by McKee and owned by Phyllis Susini, 
Hidden Canyon has earned $313,695. 

“John McKee does a great job of breed¬ 
ing the horses,” Raim said of his decision 
to purchase Bullets Fever. “John’s stallion 
Fibre Sonde has been doing quite well. 


[Bullets Fever] is a full-brother to a good 
racehorse. So, we like him and we’ve been 
very happy.” 

The success of Bullets Fever-3-for-3 
with a win in the West Virginia Vincent 
Moscarelli Memorial Breeders Classic 
Stakes — continues to flatter a stallion who 
hardly needed any additional flattering. 

Since entering stud in 2008 as 3-year- 
old (he was injured as a yearling and 
bought by McKee at the 2007 Keeneland 
November breeding stock sale for $8,000), 
Fiber Sonde has produced winners. He 
has ranked in the top 10 among West 
Virginia’s stallions since 2012, when he led 
all second-crop West Virginia sires in earn¬ 
ings, and was seventh on the 2015 list with 
nearly $850,000 produced by 19 winners 
from 29 runners through Dec. 15. 

While Fiber Sonde is having a career 
year, his daughter Aye a Song brings the 
most excitement to McKee’s normally sub¬ 
dued tone. He speaks about her as a father 
would talk about a daughter; there’s a 
certain pride in his reflections on how well 
she’s done as a baby and how extraordinary 
she can be once she blossoms. For McKee, 
it’s hard to look at her and not see himself, 
his life’s work, in her eyes and in her stride. 

“Her mother is all Beau Ridge, her 
stallion was Beau Ridge,” he said. “The 
same way with her grandparents, they were 
our stud horse and our mare. The great¬ 
grandmother, we bought and raced her and 
then bred her after she got through racing. 
So, actually we have three of our own farm 
generations in her.”

Aye a Song is out of Aye Robbin, 
who most notably finished second in the 
2005 West Virginia Triple Crown Nutrition 
Breeders Classic. Her first foal was Grey 
Tiger—also by Fiber Sonde—who went on 
to multiple stakes placings and three allow¬ 
ance wins. Aye Robbin’s only other foal 
never made it to the races. And then came 
Aye a Song. 

“She is, without a doubt, the best that 
the mare has thrown out,” McKee said. 

Taking it a step further, McKee hardly 
hesitated to compare his young filly to the 


best he’s ever bred, trained or owned. The 
only two horses that he put in her category, 
spanning the entirety of his more than four 
and half decades in racing, were Restless 
John and Rachel’s Turn. 

Restless John won the Tri-State Futurity 
for McKee and earned $205,653. Rachel’s 
Turn was a three-time stakes winner who 
made $158,432. 

Restless John started 68 times and 
Rachel’s Turn appeared in 35 races. By 
comparison, Aye a Song has already earned 
$134,265 in just five career starts, having 


won four times, three in stakes, including 
the Rachel’s Turn. 

“She might be as good as any of them,” 
McKee said. 

In the West Virginia Futurity, Aye a 
Song controlled the race from the break, 
leading from start to finish. In the end, she 
only won by a half-length over Charitable- 
princess but the race never appeared to be 
in doubt. 

Aye a Song’s latest victory was the 
exclamation point on what was already a 
fine start to her racing career, as well as a 
banner year for her sire Fiber Sonde. 

Following the race, McKee was so 
impressed with Aye a Song that he indi¬ 
cated he might ship her out of the state for 
a race-something he rarely does with his 
West Virginia-breds. 

“I’ve got the Maryland book and I’ve 
been looking at it to see what they have,” 
he said. “I hate to stop a horse when 
they’re doing good.” 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Mark Russell’s Charitable Annuity pad¬ 
ded his 2015 resume with a win in the A 
Huevo Stakes Nov. 14. Trained by James 
Casey, the now 4-year-old Charitable Man 
gelding won the West Virginia Breeders 
Classic Stakes in October. As reported in 
the December issue, Charitable Annuity 
was the first horse bred by 71-year-old 
Donald Duvall at his farm just outside 
Berryville, Va. With his victory in the 
A Huevo, Charitable Annuity pushed his 
record to seven wins from 10 starts and 
$358,550 in earnings. 

I The West Virginia Racing Commission 
approved a statutory minimum of 220 
live race dates for 2016, but Charles Town 
announced a schedule of 179 days in mid- 
December. 

Outside of holidays and scheduled 
downtime in April and October, Charles 
Town will run four days per week with the 
exception of January, February, July and 
August when three days are scheduled. The 
2016 season kicks off Jan. 7 with live pro¬ 
grams Thursday through Saturday when 
racing three days per week and Wednesday 
through Sunday for the balance of the year. 

Since 2012, when 230 live race cards 
were run at Charles Town, the number of 
dates has declined through 2015. In 2013, 
there were 221 days run, followed by 203 
days in 2014. Barring December cancella¬ 
tions, Charles Town was on track to run 
177 live dates in 2015. ^

Giving Thanks 

Kazamias finds success with homebreds 
as Green Gratto, Behrnik’s Bank win big 


F or Peter Kazamias, November’s holi¬ 
day weekend should have been cause 
for unbridled celebration. The day 
before Thanksgiving, his speedy homebred 
filly Behrnik’s Bank became a stakes win¬ 
ner at Penn National in her second start, 
and on Thanksgiving Day, Green Gratto, 
a New Jersey-bred sold privately as a 
yearling, got his first stakes win in the Fall 
Highweight-G3 at Aqueduct Racetrack. 

But Kazamias, who lives in New Jersey, 
couldn’t be present at either race, nor was 
this year’s holiday a particularly happy one, 
as on the day Behrnik’s Bank impressed 


with her 13-length win, Kazamias’ mother 
died following a long illness. 

“I was at the hospital that day,” he said. 
“I saw the race live.” 

From his Rising Sun Farm in New 
Egypt, Kazamias has essentially been a 
one-man show, breeding and training his 
own horses for more than a decade. He 
breeds almost exclusively to his own stal¬ 
lions, and he trains almost exclusively for 
himself, though his mother’s illness forced 
him this year to step away from full-time 
training. Behrnik’s Bank won for Dimitrios 
Synnefias, a trainer based at Penn National. 


“He runs everything in Pennsylvania,” 
said Kazamias, a native of Cyprus. “Any¬ 
thing in New York runs in my name, but 
Dimitri and I talk every day. I like to be 
on top of everything with my horses, both 
breeding and racing.” 

Given that he owns about 200 horses, 
“staying on top of everything” is no small 
endeavor, even in the best of circumstances, 
but Kazamias has built a formidable, multi¬ 
state operation, one that is almost entirely 
self-sustaining. 

As a child in Cyprus, Kazamias fell in 
love with the horses his father purchased 
to ride. He and his family moved to the 
United States when he was 7 years old, 
and though Kazamias didn’t initially pur¬ 
sue a career with horses, in his early 40s 
he decided to abandon a more traditional 
career path—which included jewelry stores, 
restaurants and real estate-and purchase 
racehorses. 

Even then, in the early 2000s, Kazamias 
worked independendy. He bought a cou¬ 
ple of horses and got his first win as a 
trainer in 2004; as his operation expanded,

he purchased two farms, 

Rising Sun in New Jersey 
and a breeding farm in 
Middletown, N.Y., naming 
the latter Kaz Hill Farm. 

He estimates that he has 
50 broodmares, nearly all in 
New York, 25 weanlings, 20 
2-year-olds, and 30 horses 
of racing age. 

He also has two stallions, 
each of which provided a 
stakes victory on that win¬ 
ning holiday weekend. 

In March 2005, Kazamias 
claimed the 8-year-old 
Here’s Zealous for $50,000 
at Aqueduct, in what would 
be the horse’s penultimate 
start. The son of Dehere 
had won the Gravesend 
Stakes-G3 at Aqueduct in 
2001, one of seven wins 
that came at the New York 
track out of 10 lifetime 
trips to the winner’s circle. 

His 2010 son Green Gratto 

has shown a similar affinity 

for the track, with four of 

his five victories coming at 

Aqueduct. Green Gratto is 

out of the Smokester mare m 

Starship Smokester, a half- 

sister to two California-bred 

stakes winners purchased 

privately by Kazamias. 

“I’m always looking 
around for mares that can produce good 
horses,” he said. “She was a big mare and 
there was black type in her family, which is 
always good for breeding.” 

She produced 2007 New York-bred 
Flying Zealous, who earned more than 
$230,000 and won his most recent start, 
Oct. 30 at Penn National. With the Fall 
Highweight win, Green Gratto has earned 
more than $575,000, and Kazamias’ twinge 
of seller’s remorse is tempered by the 
pragmatism necessary to run an operation 
of his size. 

“He’s probably one I should have kept,” 
Kazamias admitted. “But when you have a 
lot of horses, you need to sell some. You 
can’t hold on to everything.” 

Green Gratto is also among the last of 
the New Jersey-breds for Kazamias, who 
sounds a familiar cry when he explains why. 

“I have the farm in New Jersey and I 
train there, but I don’t breed there any¬ 



more,” he said. “The [racing] season is 
so short and it just doesn’t pay for me to 
continue breeding there.” 

Where it does pay to breed, said 
Kazamias, is Pennsylvania, thanks to the 
influx of casino revenue into the state’s 
breeding program. 

The Pennsylvania-bred Behrnik’s Bank 
made her debut at Penn National Nov. 4, 
winning by 18V2 lengths. By Kazamias’ stal¬ 
lion Bank Heist, the now 3-year-old filly is 
out of Behrnik, claimed by Kazamias from 
Gary Contessa in June 2006. 

“I like her old-fashioned pedigree,” said 
Kazamias of the mare whose female fam¬ 
ily includes sires Personal Flag and Cornish 
Prince. “She had some really nice horses 
in her background, and I claimed her and 
retired her.” 

Behrnik’s Bank is from Bank Heist’s 
first crop and is his first winner; bred to 
about 15 mares each of his first two years 
at stud, Bank Heist covered an average of 


25 mares each of the past 
two seasons and Kazamias 
expects to breed 50 of his 
own mares to the Maria’s 
Mon stallion in 2016, along 
with whatever outside mares 
he books. 

A half-brother to 2007 
champion sprinter Midnight 
Lute, Bank Heist initially 
stood in New Jersey and 
was moved to New York to 
stand at Kaz Hill Farm with 
Here’s Zealous. Kazamias 
raised the stallion’s fee to 
$10,000 for this year. 

“She speaks for herself,” 
he said of Behrnik’s Bank. 
“She’s a really good horse. 
I have another filly that I 
believe is as good as she is, 
maybe better. I think Bank 
Heist is going to do very well 
as a stallion.” 

And though Kazamias 
isn’t much of a commercial 
breeder, if he’s right about 
Bank Heist’s future as a 
stallion, buyers of regional- 
breds will have something to 
look forward to. 

“Pm going to put some 
i in the sales,” he said. “I don’t 
I know which ones yet, but I 
5 don’t want to keep 70 babies 
and 70 2-year-olds. That’s 
too many.” 

Buyers will not, unfortunately, have 
a chance to purchase a full-sibling to 
Green Gratto, as Kazamias lost Starship 
Smokester in 2014 to colic at age 14. He 
also lost At the Helm, dam of stakes- 
placed Zealevo and Zealous Boy, both by 
Here’s Zealous. 

Despite his racing and breeding success 
in Pennsylvania, Kazamias has recenfiy 
concentrated on New York; he seldom 
ships mares to Kentucky, preferring to 
keep them close to home, and over the last 
year, especially with the stress of an ill fam¬ 
ily member, it was difficult to have horses 
in so many different places. 

Though Kazamias’ family is a close one, 
none of his relatives shares his passion 
for horse racing, and despite his father’s 
interest in horses back in Cypress, his 
mother had little interest in her son’s cho¬ 
sen career-beyond the outcome, that is. 

“She always wanted me to win,” he said. 
“Who doesn’t like a winner?” ^

Dawalan closes out championship 
season for Naylor, Murphy at Camden

j £ ^^™hey say Irv bought a bunch of new 
I horses from Ireland and England, 
I well, where the hell are they?” 

That’s what a rival trainer wondered 
at Saratoga in August, when the owner’s 
race was still a race as perennial leader Irv 
Naylor held a tenuous lead on upstart Gil 
Johnston. By Far Hills in October, the 
trainer knew, the sport knew, everybody 
knew 

Naylor unleashed 2015 recruits One 
Lucky Lady (GB), Jack Frost (GB), Rawnaq 
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(Ire) and Dawalan (Ft) at the Far Hills 
Races Oct. 17 in Far Hills, N.J. Led by the 
British-raced Dawalan, who won the 
Grade 1 Grand National, the quartet 
earned $258,000 and the race was over. By 
year’s end, Naylor topped the charts yet 
again, winning 15 races from 99 starts for 
a record $778,650, securing his fifth title in 
the past six seasons. Dawalan backed up 
his Grand National triumph with a domi¬ 
nant win in the Colonial Cup Nov. 21, the 
sport’s final Grade 1 stakes, to earn the 


Lonesome Glory title as the sport’s leading 
money winner and all but guaranteeing an 
Eclipse Award in January. 

As always —and as it should be—the 
Eclipse Award was decided in the Colonial 
Cup at Springdale Race Course in Camden, 
S.C. Trainer Richard Valentine searched for 
a glimmer of Demonstrative’s best. A win 
would bookend his year with Grade 1 stakes 
wins. Elizabeth Voss skipped the Grand 
National with Bob Le Beau (Ire), a win 
would give the Irish-bred three Grade 1

stakes his 8-year-old season and a champi¬ 
onship. Cyril Murphy had waited until fall 
with Dawalan and Rawnaq, a win with 
either could mean a championship. 

As 11 of the sport’s best turned down 
the long, definitive backside at Springdale, 
Demonstrative led, Rawnaq stalked, Dawa¬ 
lan lost his position, Bob Le Beau clutched 
for a toe hold near the back. 

Valentine reached his left hand behind 
his sport coat, clutching for the chain link 
fence on the right side of the Springdale 
Racecourse grandstand, where he’s 
watched each of Demonstrative’s four 
Colonial Cups. As Demonstrative leapt at 
the first down the back like a deer across 
a two-lane road, Valentine gasped. Four 
rows of box seats above him, Murphy, 
silently leaned on the intersection of iron 
bars in the corner of the top row, watching 
Rawnaq cruise, Dawalan hit a flat spot and 
longshot Able Deputy (GB) lope near the 
back. Voss was hidden somewhere, only 
she knows where she watched the race, as 
Bob Le Beau ambled near the back. 

“They’re coming now,” Valentine said, 
out loud but to himself, as Demonstrative 
left the ground at the third-last for new 
jockey Darren Nagle. 

Demonstrative, on the lead for a change, 
charged toward the second-last as rivals 
swarmed around him. 

“Come on Demonstrative,” Valentine 
pleaded as last year’s champion aimed at 
the last fence. 

“He’s going to get beat. He’s going to 
get beat,” Valentine said as Demonstrative 
landed over the last and came to the end 
of his tether. 

Twenty feet above Valentine, Murphy 
stood straight and squinted, still silent as 
an altar boy, as Dawalan delivered one final 
decisive hammer blow, scampering to a 
5 y2-length score. If it was the state fair, the 
bell would have gone off and a giant teddy 
bear would have dropped from the ceiling. 

Murphy smiled as Ross Geraghty stood 
up at the wire. 

“. . . and second,” Murphy said, walk¬ 
ing down the steps, as Rawnaq nailed 
Demonstrative on the line for second, 
securing $78,000 of the $100,000 purse for 
Murphy and Naylor. 

Ronnie Raymond, former Maryland 
valet and Dawalan’s groom, turned to 
Murphy, “Well, boss. . .”

Murphy smiled, like a doorman 
taking a woman’s coat, and accepted 
his peers’ accolades. 

“When he jumped the last and 
he was going. . .” Murphy said. “I 
thought, ‘Jeez, don’t go quite so 
soon. . .’ but he wasn’t stopping.” 

Raymond snapped the shank 
on Dawalan’s loose-ring snaffle bit 
and Geraghty leaned over, echoing 
Murphy’s concern, “It’s not very 
often in a Grade 1, you worry about 
getting there too soon.” 

Naylor’s wife, Diane, emerged from the 
crowd, hugging Murphy. 

“WeH done. Well done. Well done,” she 
said. 

In his third country and in his 20th 
start, Dawalan had become a champion. 
Bred by The Aga Khan’s Studs, the son of 
Azamour (Ire) made four winless starts on 
the flat in France as a 3-year-old in 2013 
for his breeder. Purchased by high-pro¬ 
file jump owners Simon Munir and Isaac 
Souede, the half-brother to American turf 
champion Daylami (Ire) won four times 
over hurdles for Nicky Henderson but 
failed to threaten in two attempts at the 
Cheltenham Festival, the sport’s pinnacle. 
Looking to cull horses, Munir and Souede 
offered Dawalan and Naylor pounced. 

Murphy met Dawalan in May, skipped 
the summer and aimed at a fall campaign. 
Dawalan was out-sprinted, finishing third 
behind Bob Le Beau, in the Lonesome 
Glory-Gl at Belmont Park in September 
before sweeping the Grand National and 
Colonial Cup. 

For Geraghty, who had missed part of 
the season with a back injury, the Lone¬ 
some Glory was education, the Grand 
National was graduation and the Colonial 
Cup was culmination. Dawalan covered 
2 3 / 4 miles over good ground in 5:11.80. 

“He didn’t travel that well in the ground, 
so I changed tactics about halfway down 
the back. I turned my hands over and sat 
against him, he started getting quicker at 
his fences, he was really happy. I went from 
the gaps going too fast to the gaps going 
too slow,” Geraghty said. “I didn’t care 
when I got there, I had all day, once he had 
daylight, he came alive. When he got over 
the last, he was running because he wanted 
to run. It was just ‘Look good on the cam¬ 
era,’ because nothing was coming past.” 

At the end of the day-the end of the 
season-a content trainer looked at a con-

tent horse. Dawalan nudged a pile of hay 
in the back corner of his stall as Murphy’s 
wife, Becky, and daughter, Madeline, hand¬ 
ed out treats. 

“I have no hesitation that his dinner will 
be gone tonight,” Murphy said. 

Murphy, 43, worked and rode races for 
Tom Voss, retiring in 2007. The Irishman 
took out his trainer’s license in 2008, hop¬ 
ing for the best while fully aware that 
American steeplechasing doesn’t offer a lot 
of wall space for new shingles. 

“I’d like to give myself four or five years, 
if I can’t make a go of it, we need to try 
to make a living doing something else,” he 
told Becky. 

He had zero winners (from just eight 
starts) that first year, two the next, singles 
in 2011 and 2012. 

In 2013, Murphy became Naylor’s fifth 
farm-based trainer in five years. The next 
season, Murphy won 14 races. The 2015 
numbers backed up to six wins, but the 
quality more than made up for the quantity 
as Murphy’s runners earned $566,650 over 
jumps and secured another championship 
for Naylor. 

“I never had much, training here and 
there, never had many horses,” Murphy 
said. “We were right on that bubble when 
I got the job with Irv. Between these two 
races [in 2015], it more than justifies, at 
least in my mind, that I can do the job. 
Without the horses, it doesn’t matter who 
you are. Give me the horse and in my 
own way, I’ll get them there. It’s very, very 
satisfying.” 

For Diane Naylor, it’s comforting to 
see Murphy do his job in the morning and 
rewarding to see it pay off in the afternoon. 

“That man breathes it. He’s out there 
all hours, all the time. He cares so much. I 
may be out there at 6:30 having my coffee 
and there’s Cyril walking back from doing 
something somewhere with a horse already. 
I feel sort of guilty sitting there on the 
porch enjoying my coffee. I just tell him 


good morning. You can tell how 
much he cares,” said Naylor. “We 
just moved to the farm and we get 
to go out and Irv gets to talk to 
Cyril whenever they want to talk. 
He can go out to the barn and see 
the horses. That’s important to 
him and so is all of this. When the 
horses run well it means every¬ 
one has done their job and made 
the win some right decisions. It’s never 
easy, even with a lot of horses.” 

A York, Pa., businessman who rode 
as an amateur (in the Maryland Hunt 
Cup among other notable timber races), 
Naylor was paralyzed in a fall in 1999 but 
yielded little of his interest in jump racing. 
He manages his stable intently, employing 
several trainers but stocking the farm near 
Butler, Md., (where he and Diane recently 
moved) with quality runners. Once mainly 
timber competitors, his horses race at the 
top level and have rewarded Naylor with 
National Steeplechase Association own¬ 
ers’ crowns in 2010, 2011, 2012, 2014 and 
2015. Through 2015, Naylor is second on 
the all-time U.S. steeplechase owners’ list 
with $5.3 million in purses earned. Black 
Jack Blues (Ire) won an Eclipse Award in 
2011. Dawalan should join him. 

After a relatively average spring season 
and the owners’ title in question, Naylor 
recognized the need to bolster his troops. 
He handed big guns to Murphy, who never 
blinked, sending out Dawalan to win the 
Grand National and the Colonial Cup and 
winding up as second leading trainer by 
earnings. 

“To me, there is no pressure. I can’t say 
I wasn’t nervous about today, I was hoping 
he’d go and do it, I wasn’t nervous about 
what would happen if he didn’t, because 
there’s nothing I can do about it,” Murphy 
said. “I was nervous in the fact that if he 
doesn’t do it, then he’s going to be disap¬ 
pointed and I don’t have any explanation 
because in my mind we did everything we 
could. He’ll never intimidate me, because 
I’ll find a reason to justify what we did on 
any given day with any given horse. For 
me, it will always be the best-case scenario 
on the day, if we get beat, it’s because we 
weren’t flat-out good enough. In the time 
I’ve been there, it seems like it’s working.” 

Another championship-Naylor’s fifth. 
And another champion-Naylor’s second, 
Murphy’s first. Yes, it’s working. I

Young reaches toward top, history 
with fifth NSA jockey championship

X avier Aizpuru won two in a row, 
but had already run up the mileage. 
Matt McCarron won two, but was 
on borrowed time. David Bentley won 
two, a bonus to a career he had called time 
on long before. Gus Brown won two in a 
row, including a record breaker in 2001, 
but broke his arm and was never the same. 
Craig Thornton won two, six years apart, 
but his fuse had burned by then. Jonathan 
Kiser engraved the plaque twice, quickly, 
then was gone as fast as he had arrived. 
Blythe Miller won two in a row, early, but 
never won a third. Chuck Lawrence won his 
first when he was young, his second when 
he was past his prime. Jeff Teter won three, 
the hard way. Ricky Hendriks swept two in 
a row but plied his trade in the golden age 
of American jump jockeys. John Cushman 
won four in a row, would have won 10 in 
a row, except for a bum knee that finished 
him off. Tom Skiffington won three, but 
was always looking at bigger things. Jerry 
Fishback, ah Jerry Fishback, the last man 
to win five, completed his quintet with a 
26-win barrage in 1977. 

Thirty-eight years after Fishback, Paddy 
Young won 24 races to become the fifth 
jockey in the history of American stee¬ 
plechasing to win five championships, 
tying Hall of Famers Fishback and Paddy 
Smithwick and edging ever closer to the 
record of seven, held by Hall of Famers 
Dooley Adams and Joe Aitcheson Jr. 

“There won’t be a sixth one, I’ll tell you 
that,” Young said in November. “There 
definitely won’t be a sixth.” 

(Editor’s Note: We stopped listening to 
that mantra after two.) 

Whether there will be a sixth doesn’t 
matter, five is what we’re talking about— 
Young was in diapers, living in Ireland, 
when Fishback won his fifth title. That’s 
how long it had been. 

At the end of his fifth championship 
season, Young paused under the pine trees 
at Springdale Racecourse in Camden, S.C., 
the fifth time he had been stopped in the 
same spot to talk about winning the title. 
As Young reminisced about his titles-the 
first was gratification, the second was jus¬ 
tification, the third was domination, the 
fourth was luck, the fifth was inexplicable— 
Connor Hankin walked out of the jocks’ 
room for the amateur flat race. The 
19-year-old champion apprentice, riding 
for Young’s wife, Leslie, asked the 39-year- 
old champion for instructions.

“Good luck,” Young said. “You’re a 
better rider than me.” 

Hankin rolled his eyes, “All right, 
Champ.” 

It wasn’t exactly the changing of the 
guard but it was a young kid talking to 
an old man—the champion apprentice of 
2015 talking to the champion jockey of 
2015 —about how to ride a race. 

“I’m always humbled by how appre¬ 
ciative the other guys are, Dave Bentley, 
Rob Massey, Matt McCarron, I respected 
those guys, I was a muppet when I came 
here,” Young said. “For it to turn around 
and have guys respect me, it’s never, "Hey, 
Paddy.’ It’s, "Hey, Champ.’” 

Young won his first title in 2009, won 
again in 2010 and dominated the standings 
with 27 wins in 2011. He broke his arm 
early in 2012, but managed to win 10 races. 
He eked out his fourth title in 2013, break¬ 
ing a tie with Darren Nagle by winning 
the last race on the last day. Young won 14 
races in 2014, as Willie McCarthy won his 
first title, but was simply going through the 
motions, as he juggled a barn full of horses 
and three kids (Tom is now 17, Rory is 7 
and Saoirse is 6). 

“I think anybody who has won one title 
knows how hard it is, to win two. . . to win 
five, nobody has done it in my era so it’s 
huge,” Young said. “When I won my first 
one, it wasn’t enough, I didn’t want to be a 
one-hit wonder. When I won the second 


one, I was delighted. I can remember when 
I rode Slip Away and we were coming back 
after exercising in the morning, I whis¬ 
pered to him, "If you win the Cup today, 
I’ll hang it up.’ Then he won and I was like, 
"Man, this horse is going to be racing next 
year, how can I give up?’ The third one was 
the straightforward one, I had it won early. 
Then I broke my arm and I thought £ that’s 
it.’ The next season, things didn’t go well 
for Darren [Nagle], he gave me a chance.” 

Young figured that was the last one. All 
winter, Young looked for an heir apparent 
in Leslie’s barn. He had failed to attract 
Danny Mullins, Liam Heard or anybody 
else so decided to ride their horses. Then 
Jack Fisher called about Grade 1 winner 
Mr. Hot Stuff, Jonathan Sheppard called 
about promising maiden Mandola and 
Young was a jockey again. 

“I guess my fire is always on simmer,” 
Young said. 

He won three races at Middleburg 
Spring, setting the moorings for another 
championship season. By the end, he had 
won 10 races for Leslie, four for Fisher and 
spread winners among five other trainers 
to best Jack Doyle (who didn’t arrive until 
May) by 10 wins. 

The 2015 season might have started 
by default, but it didn’t stay that way. 
Young cajoled Mr. Hot Stuff to win the 
Temple Gwathmey in April. He stole the 
A.P. Smithwick aboard Choral Society, 


going inside the field like the only guy in 
the E-ZPass express lane. He took the 
Noel Laing aboard former British hurdler 
Andi’amu (Fr). Beyond the stakes winners, 
the rest were little more than bread-and- 
butter wins at tracks like Block House, 
High Hope and Willowdale. Young said 
he didn’t call up for rides, but he certainly 
answered his phone enough to dominate 
the standings. 

“It’s great, unexpected in a sense. At the 
start of the year, I wasn’t riding. We tried to 
get Danny Mullins to come over, we tried 
to get a kid named Heard from England,” 
Young said. “Basically, at the beginning of 
March I said, I’ll ride them myself. Jimmy 
Day asked me to ride Diplomat at Camden, 
I had no interest in going below Maryland 
and went to the point-to-point and rode 
there, still hoping someone would come up 
to ride the horses.” 

Nobody showed up. 

“It’s all or nothing, it’s as simple as 
that,” Young said. “Jack called and asked 
about Mr. Hot Stuff. I was in the process 
of texting him back and saying, "Look Jack, 
you might want someone with a little more 
heart,’ in the meantime Sheppard called 
about Mandola and I was like, £ I like that 
horse.’ One, then two, and we had one of 
our own. . . I rode a treble.” 

Young opened the season with a bang 
and won at least one race every weekend 
through the spring. Then Doyle heated 
up through the summer. After Saratoga, it 
was close. 

“It just snowballed,” Young said. 
£ "Don’t get me wrong, when I was one 
clear after Saratoga I wasn’t sleeping at 
night, so I knew then it obviously meant 
something. We had saved a lot of horses 
for the fall, you’re hoping to pick up one 
here and there.” 

Young attacked in the fall, winning 11 
races, securing the title and leaping past 
Thornton and Jimmy Murphy to 10th on 
the all-time leaderboard with 182 wins. 

After saying there wouldn’t be a sixth 
title, Young shoved his foot back in the 
door. 

“We have good horses like Dyna’s Vow, 
Maserati, Andi’amu, but I don’t want to go 
out there and not give them justice. We’ll 
think about it over the winter,” Young said. 
“I was done this spring and it just takes a 
Jack Fisher and a Jonathan Sheppard to call 
me and think, "I’ve got one more in me.’”

That’s a Wrap 

Steeplechase season draws to close 
with strong finish, eyes on the future

T he Colonial Cup occupied most of 
the attention late in the steeplechase 
season, and righdy so with its signa¬ 
ture Grade 1 race and championship impli¬ 
cations. Irv Naylor’s royally bred import 
Dawalan (Ft) captured the Cup, and the 
likely Eclipse Award honor that was in the 
balance. 

But November played host to plenty of 
other action before the season finale Nov. 
21 in Camden, S.C. 

Over timber, the $35,000 Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup showcased the seemingly 
bottomless longevity of Dynaformer’s 
considerable stallion career as his sons 
Almarmooq and Cornhusker (GB) fin¬ 
ished first and second (a neck a part) 
in the 4-mile race at Unionville Nov. 1. 
Trained for Naylor by Kathy Neils on, the 
now 9-year-old winner built a short lead 
between the final two fences and then held 
off a hard-charging Cornhusker to win by 
a neck with Aero third. 

It was the veteran’s third timber score, 
after breaking his maiden at Genesee in 
2013, winning an allowance race at the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup in 2014 and step¬ 
ping up another level in 2015. Neils on 
paid credit to wet weather and her horse’s 
tenacity. 

“On his day and on the right ground, 
he’s a pretty good timber horse,” said the 
trainer. “He doesn’t seem to like spring 
racing that much because the ground gets 
hard. He appreciated the cut in the ground 
and had been doing really, really well. If 
Almarmooq is happy about things, he can 
do anything he wants to do. He was so 
competitive at the last fence, I think he was 
angry at that other horse (Cornhusker).” 

Bred in Kentucky by Stone Farm, 
Almarmooq sold for $950,000 as a year¬ 
ling to Shadwell. Dispatched to England, 
he lost all three flat races for trainer John 
Gosden before selling to Naylor, coming 


back to America and switching to jump 
racing. 

Neilson regularly foxhunts the dark bay 
gelding with the Cheshire Foxhounds, and 
ties a big red ribbon in his tail because he’s 
a bit of a kicker. 

“I don’t think he likes the grind of regu¬ 
lar training, but he loves to hunt,” she said. 
“Luckily, the hunt seems to tolerate him.” 

Almarmooq’s half-sister Dublino won 
the Grade 1 Del Mar Oaks and Grade 3 
Wilshire Handicap while earning nearly 
$600,000. 

■ Three race meets occupied two days the 
following weekend as Callaway Gardens 
(Georgia), Montpelier (Virginia) and 
Charleston (South Carolina) went to the 
post Nov. 7-8. 

At the former, Woodslane Stable’s 
Overwhelming erased the memory of a 
fall two weeks earlier at the International 
Gold Cup and won the $75,000 AFLAC 
Supreme novice hurdle stakes at Callaway 
Gardens in Pine Mountain, Ga., Nov. 7. 
The now 6-year-old stalked the pace for 
jockey Sean McDermott, rating behind 
fellow Jack Fisher trainees Broxbourne 
and Syros early, moved to second on the 
final circuit and won in a long battle with 
Broxbourne. The final margin was three- 
quarters of a length, with McDermott 
confidently wrapping up over the final five 
strides. 

Bred in Kentucky by Phipps Stable, 
Overwhelming cemented a strong season 
with his third win in six tries (good for 
$136,300). The son of Hard Spun and the 
Seeking the Gold mare Oh What a Windfall 
won every other start in 2015 —finishing 
second at Atlanta, winning at Saratoga, fin¬ 
ishing fifth at Saratoga, winning at Belmont 
Park, falling at Great Meadow and winning 
at Callaway. 

The same day as Callaway, Virginia’s 
Montpelier Hunt Races carded seven races 


ranging from a $40,000 open stakes over 
natural brush jumps to the jump circuit’s 
only dirt race. 

In the feature, the Noel Laing Stakes, 
Andi’amu (Fr) picked up his first American 
win in a romp—scoring by IIV2 lengths 
over Bonded (Ire) with Fog Island third. 
Paddy Young was aboard for his wife, 
trainer Leslie Young, and Ballybristol 
Farm. The winner came into the race with 
just one prior jump win, in England in the 
fall of 2014, but had finished second twice 
at Saratoga and again at Great Meadow. 

He thrived in the yielding going at 
Montpelier, and handled the natural brush 
fences as well. Rated in mid-pack early, 
Andi’amu worked toward the front and 
was third with a lap to go. Never leaving 
the inside, the winner took over from a 
tired Able Deputy (GB) after the second- 
last and galloped home a clear winner. 

“He had run over hurdles and chase 
fences over there and even though these 
fences are not chase fences, he’s a good 
jumper and handled them well,” said Leslie 
Young. “He can jump. I don’t know how 
fast he is and the [soft] ground did not affect 
him. We had not run him on soft ground, 
but back on his form he was either/or and 
we thought he would handle it.” 

Andi’amu won once in four flat starts in 
his native France, and sold as a 3-year-old 
at Arqana’s 2013 horses in training sale as 
a jump prospect. The son of Irish-bred 
Walk In The Park switched to hurdling 
with English trainer Warren Greatrex and 
won at Market Rasen last year. That was his 
only win in 11 tries over hurdles and chase 
fences, however, and he was soon on a list 
to be sold. 

Enter Leslie Young, who worked with 
Greatrex’s wife Tessa at Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard’s barn years ago. Young was in the 
market for a horse, contacted Greatrex and 
Andi’amu wound up in America. 

Andi’amu now belongs to Chicago resi¬ 
dent Tom Collins, and paid for himself in 
just four starts. His Saratoga races, seconds 
behind Plated and Diplomat, were good 
and he was just caught late by Special Skills 
at Great Meadow. 

Collins, whose engineering firm 
sponsors a race at the Charleston Cup 
steeplechase meet, met Paddy Young in 
the winner’s circle there, and contacted 
Leslie about becoming an owner some¬ 
day. Electro Beat (0-for-2 this spring) was 
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Almarmooq (3) and Cornhusker battle over the last fence in the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. 


Collins’ first racehorse and Andi’amu is 
the second. 

“He was at Charleston last year when 
Jamarjo won for us, and called and said he 
wanted to be involved,” said Leslie Young, 
who started small with Electro Beat and 
stepped up slightly with Andi’amu. “You 
can tell someone they need to spend 
$100,000 or you can start a little smaller 
and see if you get lucky and have some fun. 
It’s worked out really well.” 

I The Colonial Cup undercard included 
two handicap hurdle races, part of the 
NSA’s new ratings program where horses 
were assigned ratings each week during 
the 2015 season, produced full and com¬ 
petitive fields. The Fields Stable’s Kingdom 
won the first, surging clear late to win by 
5 3 A lengths for trainer Elizabeth Voss and 
jockey Jack Doyle. 

The win brought back memories for the 
connections. 

Over the same course in 2013, Kingdom 
halted a five-race losing streak for The 
Fields and Voss’ father Tom, who died two 
months later. Kingdom was the five-time 
champion trainer’s final winner. 

Kingdom rode another five-race losing 
streak into Camden in 2015, and came up 


big again-almost eight months after the 
death of The Fields owner Betty Merck at 
95 in April. 

“It was so memorable,” said Merck’s 
son Laddie afterward. “It was Tom’s last 
win, and a horse Mom knew.” 

Laddie Merck plans to stay in jump 
racing, in much the same way his mother 


was involved. There will be a few horses, a 
continued trend toward quality (he hopes) 
and perhaps some homebreds. 

“We’re going to keep it going,” he said. 
“We’ll try to get some more homebreds, 
either we look for a new mare or buy a 
mare to race but we like that part of it. 
The Fields Stable will keep going. We’re

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going to keep at it. Mom loved the thrill of 
the competition and she loved the animals. 
It was just another facet of the world for 
her. When she was little they’d come to the 
Carolina Cup. She grew up with it, then got 
away from it, then came back to it.” 

Bred in Maryland by Mimi Voss, 
Kingdom won for the third time in 17 
jump starts. The son of Louis Quatorze 
and hurdle winner Distant Drumroll 
missed the first half of 2015, and got 
back to work with a flat spin at Suffolk 
Downs in September. He finished sixth in 
a handicap at Far Hills in October and was 
fifth in the Noel Laing at Montpelier two 
weeks before Camden. Those losses sent 
his handicap rating down to 120 (from 
124), and he lived up to the highest mark 
in the Camden race for horses rated 120 
and below. 

Gill Johnston’s Dye Fore won the sec¬ 
ond ratings handicap hurdle, by a neck 
after a stretch-long battle with All That 
Rules (GB). The latter set the pace and 
turned aside every test but the last from 
the eventual winner, who rallied on the 
inside at the final fence. Trained by Jack 
Fisher, Dye Fore missed more than three 
months between races after getting injured 
at Saratoga. 

“He got his foot caught in the round 
pen in Saratoga and cut it all up,” said 
Fisher. “Luckily he didn’t break his leg, 
but he got stitches and things. We had to 
scratch him [from a race] up there and then 
we just had to let it heal.” 

Bred by Joe Allen in Kentucky, the son 
of Giant’s Causeway and the Dixie Union 
mare Homebound won once in five starts 
in France before selling to Johnston and 
joining Graham Motion’s barn for two 
starts last year. Neither was good—a sev¬ 
enth at Kentucky Downs and a 12th at 
Keeneland—and Dye Fore became a jump¬ 
er. He lost his first two starts by a com¬ 
bined 89 lengths, then won at Monmouth 
Park at 16-1 in June. 

Patterned after similar handicapping 
systems in England and Ireland, the ratings 
concept is designed to create more oppor¬ 
tunities for mid-level horses —to some 
degree replacing claiming races and starter 
handicaps. The change was deemed a suc¬ 
cess with a good response from horsemen 
and a variety of winners. 

Ann Jackson’s newest horse Boogie 
Feeva, a rare Arizona-bred steeplechas¬ 
er, won the $25,000 Raymond Woolfe 


Memorial for 3-year-old hurdlers. Todd 
Wyatt trains the winner, who never raced 
on the flat due to a hatred of the start¬ 
ing gate while training at Turf Paradise. 
The son of Pomeroy has handled his new 
career, finishing third at Far Hills and win¬ 
ning at Camden. 

“I rode him the first time and it helped,” 
said winning jockey Doyle. “He’s very 
straightforward, Todd’s done a great job 
with him. All he can do is improve. Todd’s 
never had him off the bridle at home. He’s 
just learning his job. He’ll be very nice for 
next year.” 

Michael Moran’s Ivy Mills claimed the 
NS A filly/mare championship with a late- 
running win in the $30,000 filly/mare 
hurdle at Camden for Fisher and Young. 
Bred by Lazy Lane Farm in Virginia, the 
daughter of Broken Vow was purchased 
by Moran for $105,000 at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic’s fall yearling sale in 2011. She 
won her second start on the flat, but didn’t 
progress much further and wound up with 
Fisher. Two runs last year were an educa¬ 
tion and she won two of four over jumps 
in 2015. 

“She looked like the winner at Far Hills, 
she looked like the winner at Montpelier, 
she just didn’t get it done, she just hangs,” 
Fisher said of two defeats leading up to 
Camden. “She could be a nice filly. I want¬ 
ed to put blinkers on her, but I thought this 
was the wrong place to do it. Paddy rode 
her really well, he just waited and waited 
and waited with her.” 

NOTES: Jockeys Paddy Young (two wins) 
and Darren Nagle (three) split the five 
jump races at Montpelier, and swept all 
three the next day at Charleston. Nagle 
doubled there aboard Second Amendment 
for Maryland-based Lizzie Merryman 
and Dream Voyage for Tennessee’s Mike 
Berryman. . . Stakes campaigner Decoy 
Daddy (Ire) has been retired at age 13. He 
came up with a bowed tendon two days 
before Montpelier’s Noel Laing though 
trainer Cyril Murphy said they probably 
would not have run the veteran anyway 
due to soft turf. Irv Naylor’s chestnut 
gelding made 57 starts over jumps in 
Ireland and the U.S., winning 14 times. 
His American career included 26 jump 
starts and 10 wins —four in the Noel Laing, 
three in the Temple Gwathmey and two 
in the National Hunt Cup at Radnor. He 
lost all three starts in 2015, but they were 
typically gallant-a second to Grade 1 


winner Mr. Hot Stuff while giving away 
10 pounds, another second to Grade 1 
winner Bob Le Beau (Ire) while giving 
away 12 and a fifth in the Grade 1 Grand 
National after setting the pace and getting 
pressured by Hunt Ball (Ire), who faded to 
eighth. Decoy Daddy retires with $513,222 
in career earnings—in Ireland for owner 
Paddy Kehoe and partners and trainer 
Tony Mullins and in the U.S. for Naylor 
and trainers Desmond Fogarty, Tom Foley, 
J.W Delozier, Brianne Slater and Murphy 
. . . Pennsylvania-bred Leffingwell Lion 
won over timber at the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup for owner/trainer/breeder Wis 
Cousins. The now 13-year-old gelding is a 
son of Lion Hearted and the Val de l’Orne 
(Fr) mare Spruce Head, herself a win¬ 
ner over jumps in 1987. . . Virginia-bred 
Class Cherokee won a handicap hurdle at 
Montpelier for Jacqueline Ohrstrom and 
trainer Richard Valentine. Now 6, the son 
of Cherokee’s Boy and the Class Secret 
mare Class Excells was bred by Mede 
Cahaba Stable and Stud. . . Bill Pape and 
Jonathan Sheppard bred Montpelier filly/ 
mare allowance hurdle winner Wigwam 
Baby in Pennsylvania. She’s a daughter of 
Langfuhr and the Waquoit mare Tepee 
Tot, who traces back to Pape/Sheppard 
foundation mare Martie’s Mad. . . Other 
late-season regional-bred winners were 
Monstaleur (Virginia) in a maiden timber at 
Callaway Gardens, Dream Voyage (Virginia) 
in a maiden claimer at Charleston, Second 
Amendment (Pennsylvania) in a maiden 
hurdle at Charleston, Ivy Mills (Virginia) 
in a filly/mare allowance hurdle at the 
Colonial Cup and Kingdom (Maryland) in 
a handicap hurdle at the Colonial Cup. 

NSA numbers on move 

The National Steeplechase Association 
set a record for purses in 2015, with more 
than $5.8 million. The figure eclipsed the 
previous mark of $5.4 million set in 2008 
and can be attributed to larger commit¬ 
ments from several individual race meets. 

In all, race-meet purses (raised almost 
exclusively without pari-mutuel wagering) 
rose almost $580,000 to $4,520,450 while 
racetrack purses (Saratoga, Belmont Park, 
Suffolk Downs and Parx Racing) were 
$1,315,600. In some other bright news, 
licensed owners increased more than 10 
percent to 275 and the 479 individual 
horses to make an NSA start were 27 more 
than the previous year. 
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Brown Advisory 
sponsors rich bonus 

Baltimore-based investment firm 
Brown Advisory expanded its reach into 
international jump racing as the title spon¬ 
sor to a new bonus on offer between the 
World Hurdle at England’s Cheltenham 
Festival in March and America’s Iroquois 
Steeplechase in May A horse that wins the 
3-mile hurdle races-in either order but 
within 12 months-will receive a $500,000 
bonus. 

The Brown Advisory Iroquois Chelten¬ 
ham Challenge is seen as a way of reignit¬ 
ing a cross-Adantic rivalry that was far 
more prevalent years ago. English and Irish 
horses are somewhat routinely imported 
by American owners to race here, but it’s 
rare for horses to compete international¬ 
ly-despite some historic accomplishments 
on both sides of the ocean. 

Dawalan’s jockey Ross Geraghty would 
relish the chance to give it a go with the 
likely U.S. champion. 

“He’s young, he’s fresh. He’s definitely 
improved here, he wasn’t a bad horse over 
there, he ran against Champion Hurdle 
type horses,” he said. “It’s definitely worth 
considering, but it’s up to the Cyril and the 
Naylors.” 

The bonus will reward the winner a total 
of more than $850,000 in prize money (the 
winner’s shares of the race purses and 
the bonus). The World Hurdle carries a 
£260,000 total purse while the Iroquois is 
worth $150,000. 


Steeplechase symposium, 
sale set for April 

Virginia’s Great Meadow Race Course 
will host the second owner/trainer sympo¬ 
sium and steeplechase sale Sunday, April 10. 

A project of the National Steeplechase 
Association’s Promotion and Growth 
Committee, the event will bring together 
industry leaders to share their insights on 
steeplechase racing as a viable option for 
Thoroughbreds and individuals interested 
in ownership. The day will include school¬ 
ing and training demonstrations, discus¬ 
sion sessions and an auction of steeple¬ 
chase prospects.

Etched gets 2-year-old 
winner in first crop

fee is $5,000 live foal, payable when the 
foal stands and nurses, with special consid¬ 
eration to Pennsylvania foaling mares. 

A son of 2015 leading Mid-Atlantic 
sire Jump Start, Pants On Fire was a 
winner each year from 2 to 7, amassing 
$1,641,375 from 35 starts while recording 
11 wins, five seconds and eight thirds.

Bred by Darley and campaigned in the 
farm’s Godolphin colors, four of Etched’s 
wins were stakes, three in graded company. 
He won both his starts at 2, each by more 
than 6 lengths-a 6-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight at Belmont in 1:09.72 and the 
Grade 3 Nashua Stakes while defeating 
Anak Nakal at 1-mile. Among his other 
victories were the Meadowlands Cup-G2 
and Monmouth Cup-G2, both contested 
at IVs miles.

What we talk about when 
we talk about Pimlico

It's December. It's coming 
on Christmas. I am all alone at 
Pimlico, in the terraced sec¬ 
ond-floor Clubhouse Dining 
Room. The vast room is 
stripped bare, tables and 
chairs and compact TV's all 
removed. Three barren levels, 
each a hundred yards long; 
three runways of blue-dia¬ 


mond wall-to-wall carpet, a 
hotel-hallway pattern from 
the 1970s. My first thought: 
It's a renovation in progress, 
prep-work for a freshening be¬ 
fore the 2016 Pimlico Meet, set 
to start May 12, the Thursday 
after the Kentucky Derby, nine 
days before the Preakness 
Stakes. 


A constant hum of white 
noise, an engine-room drone, 
falls from the ceiling vents. 
Outside through 15-foot-high 
plate-glass windows, a gray 
sky gathers rain clouds. I am 
searching for the soul of Pimli¬ 
co, and I find it when I turn 
around and see eight large 
black-and-white photos, in

simple black trim, standing as 
silent witnesses to the history. 

1. Clubhouse 

The first photo is of the 
track bugler in action, blowing 
a trumpet as long as he is tall. 
Over his shoulders is the orig¬ 
inal clubhouse of the old track, 
a wedding-cake Victorian 
house topped with a cupola. 
The clubhouse wraps itself 
around the first turn of the 
track, immortalizing itself in 
the lexicon of the Turf: The 
clubhouse turn. This is the 
symbol of Old Hilltop. Fire 
carried it away in 1966. I ask 
myself: Why wouldn't every 
plan for Pimlico's future in¬ 
clude a working replica of the 
Old Clubhouse? 

2. The Clubhouse Turn 

Weathervane cupola of a 
horse and rider, high above a 
fleeing field of racehorses, 
their feet all four off the 
ground, leaning into the turn, 
riders beneath blowing manes. 

3. Frenzy of a Full Field 

Perspective: The inside rail. 
Subject matter: A dozen race¬ 
horses in quest of a classic. 
The old grandstand is the 
same as the present grand¬ 


stand. Nothing has changed. 
Racehorses in blinkers and 
run-down bandages. Jockeys 
looking left and right for room 
to come over. You could ani¬ 
mate this photo with sound 
and color and nothing would 
have changed, except the 
neighborhood, but no sirens 
break the spell. 

4. Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons 

In the winner's circle of the 
1957 Preakness. The ancient 
horse trainer cups his right 
hand on the reins of Bold Rul¬ 
er. Scoliosis bends him in two, 
but from under the brim of his 
fedora, his Irish eyes are smil¬ 
ing. His pants are pulled up to 
the middle of his chest, his 
white dress shirt barely visi¬ 
ble. Bold Ruler rests his head 
in Sunny Jim's hands. Arcaro 
waves, the sleeves of his silks 
in relief against the clouds, 
while police in formal white 
caps lean over a Pimlico sign, 
that 1950s font: big P, tall 1, re¬ 
ally round o: Pimlico. 

5. Secretariat 

Blinkers prevent camera 
lenses from capturing the 
catch-light in the champion's 
eyes as he returns to be 
unsaddled. Turcotte peers 


down into Big Red's bouncing 
mane. He must be thinking: 
This horse carried me from 
last-to-first on the clubhouse 
turn. If we'd lost. I'd have 
been toast. 

6. Seabiscuit 

Plain brown wrapper. 
Crooked left front, visible 
even just walking back to win¬ 
ner's circle after the famous 
Match Race of 1938, Triple 
Crown winner War Admiral 
vanquished. Binoculars swing 
from Mr. Howard's neck. 
Georgie "The Iceman" Woolf 
looks away from the camera, 
modest, keeping the focus on 
Seabiscuit, wide-set ears 
pricked, sweat waxing his 
brown neck. 

I imagine turning up the 
ventilator system to a ridicu¬ 
lous level of white noise, just 
to give me a sense of the crowd 
that day. 

7. Johnny Longden 

The garland of Black-Eyed 
Susans reach the ground 
above the winner's hooves. 
Longden looks at you sternly. 
The owner (John D. Hertz) is a 
heavy-set man in a AOs fedora; 
his eyes are examining those 


hooves. Why? Why is he look¬ 
ing down? Is he seeing if the 
horse grabbed himself, if he's 
bleeding at the coronet band? 

A groom snapped two ban¬ 
dage pins into his belt loop. At 
the edge of the photo, a casual 
fellow has his hands on his 
hips. Every person in this pho¬ 
to is intent. No one smiles. 
They've just won the Preak¬ 
ness with Count Fleet, and no 
one is taking anything for 
granted. 

8. Waiters 

How many people have 
worked at Pimlico since it 
opened, way back then, in 
1870? The ghosts of waiters in 
bowties pose on the carpet. 
Chairs elegant in black bent 
wood await patrons. The wait¬ 
ers put food on the tables in 
the photo to be able to put 
food on their tables at home. 
How many people have 
worked at Pimlico over the 
years? Eight waiters become 
80, become 800, 8,000, 80,000, 
who knows? It's a ghost stat. 
It's still a stat, though, the 
many thousands who have 
worked at Pimlico. 

This is what we talk about 
when we talk about Pimlico. **

M ayla graduated to 
stakes winner in her stakes 
debut when charging home 
in Delta Downs' $75,000 Or¬ 
leans Stakes for 3-year-old 
fillies Nov. 21. The daugh¬ 
ter of Sharp Humor, bred by 
Country Life Farm and Fifteen 
Moons, took control straight¬ 
ening into the stretch in the 
7-furlong test. She drew off to 
win by 4% lengths. 

It was the 10th start of 
the year for the Bret Cal¬ 
houn-trained Mayla, who fin¬ 
ished third or better in her last 
six while amassing $167,859 
for owner Carl R. Moore Man¬ 
agement and Brad Grady. 

Mayla is a member of a fam¬ 
ily with strong ties to Country 
Life Farm in Bel Air. She is 
the second foal, and winner, 
for her dam Fifteen Moons, 
a daughter of former Coun¬ 
try Life Farm stallion Malibu 
Moon also bred by a Country 
Life Farm partnership. Her 
second dam Prospective Joy 
is the stakes-winning daugh¬ 
ter of Allen's Prospect bred 
by Fourbros Stable and most

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N ew Jersey-bred 
Green Gratto, 
running back on eight 
days rest, wired the field 
to win the $250,000 
Fall Highweight Hand- 
icap-G3 at Aqueduct 
Thanksgiving Day 
Green Gratto broke 
sharply and went 
straight to the front, 
setting fractions of 
:22.29 for the opening 
quarter-mile and :44.71 
for the half. A host 
of challengers were 
in pursuit including 

multiple graded stakes winners La Verdad, Salutos Amigos and Palace, the latter two 
winners of the race the past two years. Green Gratto held on to win the 102nd running 
of the stakes by a head over fast-closing Palace in 1:09.95. He recorded his fifth win in 36 
starts, and the $150,000 winners share of the purse pushed his earnings to $575,514. 

“Last time I rode the horse and I kept him together pretty good and let him go nice and 
easy, but it didn’t work out,” said winning jockey Kendrick Carmouche. “This time, I told 
the trainer, Til just let him roll. That’s the only way we’re going to win.’ And that’s the way 
we won. He ran a good race. Hats off to the trainer, he did it all. I was just a good pilot.” 

The now 6-year-old dark bay or brown horse by Here’s Zealous—Starship Smokester, 
by Smokester, was bred in New Jersey by Kaz Hill Farm. Green Gratto gave co-owner/ 
trainer Gaston Grant the first win of his training career. “It’s hard work and very 
emotional,” said Grant. “I’ve had this horse since he was a yearling, and he just kept 
trying. I knew all along he was the kind of horse to win a graded stakes race because 
he always showed it in the mornings. It was just a matter of putting it together in the 
afternoon. He’s just one tough guy and there’s no quit in him.” Earlier in 2015 Green 
Gratto finished second in the Grade 1 Carter and third in the Grade 3 Tom Fool 
Handicaps, with fourths in two other graded stakes. 
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Equine Science Center presents Lord Stirling Stable 
with the 2015 Gold Medal Horse Farm award 


N ew Jersey has an abundance of picturesque horse 
farms with rolling green pastures and well-managed 
grounds. Three years ago, a joint project between the 
New Jersey Agricultural Experiment Station at Rutgers 
University (NJAES), Rutgers Equine Science Center, and 
New Jersey Department of Agriculture (NJDA) called 
the New Jersey Equine Environmental Stewardship Pro¬ 
gram sought to recognize these farms with an award that 
can be displayed by the roadside. The award is called the 
Gold Medal Horse Farm award. The award, and overall 
program, gives recognition to outstanding equine farms 
for their dedication to environmental sustainability and 
management. It also underscores the efforts of the New 
Jersey equine industry to maintain the beauty of the 
Garden State. 

The 2015 winner of the Gold Medal Horse Farm 
award is Lord Stirling Stable, part of the Somerset 
County Parks Commission System, located in Basking 
Ridge. Established in 1968, Lord Stirling is located on 
the site of the former John Jacob Astor estate within the 
Great Swamp Watershed. Home to 80 horses and ponies, 
Lord Stirling Stable serves the recreational equestrian 
needs of Somerset County residents and other nearby 
counties. A large effort has been made by staff and 
management to increase natural resource conservation 
awareness through implementation of environmentally- 
friendly equine best management practices. Lord Stirling 
Stable was given the award from the Equine Science 


Center at Rutgers University during its annual “Evening 
of Science & Celebration” held Nov. 12. 

In the fall of 2013, a new Nutrient Management plan 
was developed that benefits not only the stable, but also 
the entire Park System. The new plan incorporates an 
on-site composting facility where manure and bedding 
waste generated at the stable is composted. The end 
product of nutrient rich compost is used as organic 
fertilizer on the stables pastures and trails and also as 
soil enrichment material at other Somerset County Park 
locations. Other management practices modified or 
newly incorporated include: non-chemical control of 
weeds, dragging pastures to break up manure, pasture 
renovation, and hand-removal of manure from smaller 
paddocks and turnouts. Lord Stirling Stable is home 
to more than 50 species of birds, including Bobolinks 
and Bald Eagles, which nest along the nearby Passaic 
River. Numerous wildlife species call the stable and 
pastures home; including raccoons, opossums, skunks, 
groundhogs, fox, and deer. 

Lord Stirling Stable joins Woodhollow Farm (2014), 
DArrigo Racing Stable LLC (2013) and Showplace Farms 
(2012) as Gold Medal Horse Farms.

M ichael Anifantis has been named Director of Rac¬ 
ing for Monmouth Park Racetrack, replacing Mike 
Dempsey, who announced his retirement in November. 

Anifantis, whose relationship with Monmouth Park 
dates back to the 1970s, most recently worked at the 


Shore track last season when he was assistant racing 
secretary. 

“Em honored to be back at Monmouth and to take the 
helm in the racing office,” said Anifantis, whose first job 
in racing was as the Monmouth Park claims clerk. “It s as 
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if my career has now come full circle and I’m thrilled to 
be back where it all started for me.” 

That career has seen Anifantis serve 10 years as the 
racing secretary at Calder and four years as the south 
Florida tracks assistant general manager. Prior to that, 
Anifantis was racing secretary at Remington Park in 
Oklahoma and assistant general manager/director of rac¬ 
ing at Sun Ray Park in New Mexico. He has also served 
in various capacities at racetracks across the country, 
including Keeneland and Churchill Downs. 


“Mike brings years of experience with him to Mon¬ 
mouth,” said Bob Kulina, president of Darby Develop¬ 
ment LLC, operators of the racetrack. “I’ve known Mike 
since he started here and know what an asset he has been 
and will be to this organization. I look forward to work¬ 
ing with him yet again as we continue to bring world 
class Thoroughbred racing to the Jersey Shore.” 

Anifantis, currently the racing secretary at Hialeah 
Park, is expected to start his duties in March 2016, with 
Monmouths first live racing date slated for May 14. 


2016 racing dates approved 
by New Jersey Racing Commission 


M onmouth Park and the Meadowlands have been 
awarded 71 Thoroughbred racing dates for 2016. 
The dates were approved at the New Jersey Racing Com¬ 
mission meeting Nov. 18 in Trenton. 

Monmouth Park will run 57 days from May 14 to 
September 25, with live racing Saturdays and Sundays 
in May, as well as Memorial Day, May 30; Fridays, 
Saturdays and Sundays from June through Aug. 28, as 


well as Monday, July 4; and then Saturdays and Sundays 
in September, along with Friday, Sept 2, and Monday, 
Sept. 4. 

The Meadowlands will schedule 14 all-turf programs 
from Sept. 8 to Oct. 8, with racing Thursdays and Fridays 
in September as well as Wednesday, Sept. 28; and then 
Oct. 1 and Oct. 5-8. 


Thoroughbred meet at the Meadowlands a success 


T he all-turf Monmouth-at-Meadowlands Thorough¬ 
bred meet wrapped up Oct. 31, with the 10-day 
stand showing a gain of 19 percent in total handle. 

With six-race cards offered on each live date, the 
average 2015 total handle came in at $1,235,552, 
compared to $1,038,747 in 2014, when eight six-race 
cards were contested. When comparing the numbers to 
2013, the gain is 25% when an average of $988,547 was 
wagered across nine six-race cards. 

“Cleary, the momentum is on our side,” said Dennis 
Drazin, advisor to Darby Development LLC, operators of 


the Monmouth-at-Meadowlands meet. “Were thankful 
to all the horsemen that continue to support this meet 
and to the fans who have truly embraced it. Well 
look to build on this success and continue to offer full 
competitive fields next year and in the years to come.” 

Leading rider went to Jose Ferrer, who booted home 
eight winners. Represented by Steve Worsley, the 
51-year-old Ferrer has a long history with the Big M, 
becoming the first jockey to pilot five winners on a single 
Meadowlands card when he was just 19 years old. 
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Monmouth Park longtime 
Director of Racing Mike Dempsey retires 


M onmouth Park Director of Racing Mike Dempsey 
announced his retirement which became effective 
Dec. 31, 2015. Dempsey, 60, has been associated with the 
Oceanport racetrack since 1979. 

“Mike has been a valued asset to New Jersey racing 
for decades,” said Bob Kulina, president of Darby 
Development LLC, operators of the racetrack. “More 
importantly though, hes been a good friend and a valued 
colleague. His accomplishments speak for themselves 
and he will be sorely missed by me and the entire 
Monmouth Park team.” 

Dempsey, a native of Monmouth County, is a graduate 
of the University of Arizona. In 1979 he was hired as the 
claims clerk for Monmouth Park and has been associated 
with New Jersey racing ever since. 


“I’ve enjoyed every bit of my time at Monmouth and 
in the racing industry,” Dempsey said. “I’ve been truly 
fortunate to call Monmouth Park my second home and 
to work with great people for so many years. For me, the 
time has come to spend more time with my girls and 
enjoy being with my family. 

“I can now look forward to coming to Monmouth as 
a fan and enjoying many afternoons with my friends at 
this facility that has given so many wonderful memories.” 

Dempsey leaves his post atop the racing office on 
a high note, having drawn American Pharoah in the 
William Hill Haskell, the only Triple Crown winner to 
race at Monmouth Park. He has been instrumental in 
building a world-class racing program at the Jersey Shore 
that included the 2007 Breeders’ Cup and 2010 Elite 
Meet. 


Exchange wagering approved in New Jersey 


T he New Jersey Racing Commission gave its approv¬ 
al Nov. 18 to a plan proposed by the operators of 
Monmouth Park and the British company Betfair to offer 
exchange wagering. New Jersey will be the first in the 
nation to offer exchange wagering, beginning this spring. 

Exchange wagering, which has been long-established 
in Europe, gives the bettor the ability to wager not only 
before the race, but also as the race is taking place. 

“This is likely to appeal to a younger demographic 
and to arbitrage traders, Wall Streeters - a lot of it is done 
by computers, on iPads,” said Dennis Drazin, advisor to 
Darby Development LLC, operators of Monmouth Park. 

“Some people don’t agree with the odds posted before 
a race, and they can make an electronic offer of a bet at 
different odds. Then when the race begins, people may 
decide they think a horse looks a little tired, so they want 
to bet against that horse.” 


Drazin said that the “exchange market” tends to 
operate in a complementary way as the different stock 
markets do, but it allows gamblers more flexibility before 
a race and a chance to remain engaged in wagering 
throughout a two-minute race. He acknowledged that 
many longtime horse players may be reluctant to try the 
new options. 

“We’re not looking to cannibalize the existing 
market - we want to expand it,” Drazin said. “But the 
real key for us is getting sports betting and/or casino 
expansion to North Jersey.” 

Much like casino gambling and traditional horse 
race betting, players can either make exchange wagers 
in person or online - as long as they are adults who are 
within the state’s borders and betting on a state-approved 
website.

So I have 
had the ups and downs of the business in 
a short period of time, but it hasn’t dis¬ 
couraged me yet and still want to learn 
and be involved. 

“My passion is racing and getting to 
have one that I own get at the races. My 
Landscape Architect career (with the City 
of Raleigh) is helping offset the financial 
impacts of my equine interests and I 
hope to someday retire from my current 


job and do more with the training and 
horses again.

Willow Lake Farm 
A true piece of equine heaven

The Philadelphia metropolitan area is one of 
the most populous in the nation with more than 
five million people currently living in the region. To 
the north of the city is a cluster of suburbs that 
are continuously growing, often taking over 
valuable former green space. For example, 
millions of people rely on the sprawling King of 
Prussia Mall to complete their holiday shopping 
before enjoying dinner at five-star restaurants on 
the wealthy Main Line along the Blue Route. Yet 
despite the massive overall growth in the region 
there is still one place to find young foals 
frolicking in gorgeous rolling hills. 

Nestled just a few miles from King of Prussia 
in the heart of Montgomery County lays Willow 
Lake Farm, where the owners have been wholly 
committed to preserving the land. The family 


purchased the property in the 1930s and has 
lived in the 300-year-old home ever since. Jane 
O’Neil retained ownership of Willow Lake Farm 
before selling the property to her daughter Ellen 
Lea 25 years ago. At the same time, the family 
chose to donate much of the property to the 
Wissahickon Valley Watershed Association. Today, 
local residents can leave the hustle and bustle of 
modern day life behind and enjoy the more than 
50 acres of untouched forest and wetlands that 
border the farm. 

Living in the main residence are Ellen and 
her husband Dr. Dale Schilling, who breed and 
race Thoroughbreds under the name Ellendale 
Racing LLC. Since 2003, the couple has owned 
the winners of more than $2 million despite only

keeping a handful of broodmares, and breed¬ 
ing fewer times. 

“We try to only breed our mares every 
other year,” says Schilling, who is a well-re¬ 
spected equine veterinarian in the area. “It's 
better for them overall.” 

Their broodmares have rewarded their 
patience heartily, including a daughter of 
Cryptoclearance named Clearthedancefloor. 
The Schillings purchased her at the 1999 
Keeneland January Horses of All Ages Sale for 
$20,000, noting her dam Music Queen was 
a multiple stakes winner. Clearthedancefloor 
was carrying her first foal, by El Prado (Ire), at 
the time and the resulting filly, named Garden 
Dance, was sold as a yearling. The couple 
received numerous breeder bonuses when 
the PA-Bred became an allowance winner and 
finished on the board in stakes company at 
Philadelphia Park. Garden Dance would go on 
to produce 2015 graded stakes winner and 
$558,973-earner White Rose. 

Clearthedancefloor’s second foal was 
the Carnivalay filly All Dolled Up, a winner of 
seven of 22 starts, including the 2006 Mrs. 
Penny Stakes at Philadelphia Park. Also in 
2006 at Philadelphia Park, their homebred 
Malibu Moon gelding named Pocomoonshine 
captured the Lyman Sprint Championship 
Handicap. 


All Dolled Up retired to Willow Lake Farm 
in 2007 and immediately produced a flashy 
bay filly by the young stallion Arch named Sixth 
and Arch, who went on to win four races and 
finish on the board in the Mrs. Penny Stakes 
at Parx Racing and Northern Fling Stakes at 
Presque Isle Downs. Sixth and Arch is now 
a member of the broodmare band, as is her 
half-sister Forbidden Drive (Mizzen Mast). Sixth 
and Arch had her first foal, a Majestic Warrior 
colt named Where You Was, in 2015. Forbid¬ 
den Drive was bred for the first time in 2015, 
going to Warrior’s Reward. 

Ellendale Racing’s best homebred by 
far is Roadhog, who has earned $668,114 
to date over six years. The son of Bowman’s 
Band was impressive right from the start. In 
eight starts in his first season at 3, he hit the 
board seven times. He broke his maiden at 
Monmouth Park and recorded back-to-back 
scores at Philadelphia Park, concluding with a 
2-length victory in the $75,000 Alphabet Soup 
Handicap. The Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association crowned him 2010 Pennsylva¬ 
nia-Bred Champion 3-Year-Old Male. In 2012, 
Roadhog took the $75,000 Robellino Stakes at 
Penn National and $100,000 Maryland Million 
Turf at Laurel Park. 

But it was 2013 that would really put 
Roadhog in the history books. The chestnut 
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The 2-year-old stakes at Penn National and 
Parx, which were the last of the year for 
PA-Breds, were super exciting. The fillies’ 
race at Penn was won very convincingly by 
Behrnik’s Bank. This was only her second start 
after breaking her maiden in a special weight 
by 18 lengths. Rumors that her owner Peter 
Kazamias turned down $650,000 before the 
race could be heard at the track. Someone 
else mentioned that she could be another 
Princess of Sylmar. We won't know about 
that for a little while, but it’s sure great to be 
able to cross our fingers and hope for another 
great PA-Bred. 

The boy’s race at Parx came down to 
another clash between Morning Fire and Bird 
of Trey, which is named after the grandson of 


gelding gets the winter off each year, spending 
a few months back home at Willow Lake Farm, 
and it took him a few starts to get back into top 
form. Finally in July, Roadhog hit his best stride 
with an emphatic 4-length victory in the 
$75,000 Leematt Stakes at Presque Isle 
Downs, then was given a huge opportunity in a 
stakes-level allowance at Saratoga, where he 
finished a solid fourth behind eventual Grade 
1 -winning millionaire Slumber (GB). It turned 
out to be the perfect prep for his fall campaign. 

Roadhog was reunited with one of his 
favorite riders, Kendrick Carmouche, for a 
repeat attempt in the Alphabet Soup Handicap 
and found the winner's circle again. 

One month later would be the most 
difficult race of his life. Roadhog returned to 
Laurel Park to defend his title in the Mary¬ 
land Million Turf, shortened to 1 mile. He was 
facing an overwhelming favorite, Ben’s Cat, 
who had captured the three straight Maryland 
Million Turf Sprint Handicaps for Hall of Fame 
trainer King Leatherbury. The sprint race had 
been discontinued for 2013, so Ben's Cat 
was entered in the longer turf race. However, 
Roadhog refused to relinquish his title as the 
two geldings gave fans one of the most excit¬ 
ing finishes in Maryland Million history, with 
Roadhog digging in valiantly during the final 
strides to catch Ben’s Cat by a neck.

to geld all of their colts at an early age so the 
youngster has already been castrated, though 
you wouldn't be able to tell by looking at him 
by his size. He is now named Big Shack.

/ VIRGINIA EQUINE ALLIANCE BEGINS \ 

PLANNING PROCESS \ 

FOR 2016 & BEYOND

Over the past month, member organizations of 
the Virginia Equine Alliance (VEA) have been busy 
planning for 2016 and beyond ever since the Virginia 
Racing Commission voted to unanimously turn 
down Colonial Downs’ application request to run 
thoroughbred races next year at its November meeting. 

Representatives from the New Kent track 
requested approval of a plan to conduct four days of 
thoroughbred racing next September, two of which 
would have been “high end” stakes days with purses of 
$500,000 each, and another two “bread and butter” 
type days where purses would have been $150,000 
per day. The Virginia Derby, Colonial Turf Cup and 
Virginia Oaks — all graded stakes — would have been 
contested as part of the “high end” days thru a contract 
with the Old Dominion Horsemen’s Association, a 
group created and backed by Colonial Downs. 

Much feedback, from both commissioners and 
audience members, followed the presentation. 
Overriding theme from the public questioned whether 
Colonial Downs helped sustain and grow the native 
industry when it surrendered its unlimited license last 
October. As a result, the track and its Off Track Betting 
Centers closed. 

“Surrendering the license and the way it was done 
was a terrible blow,” said Commissioner Clinton Miller. 
“It had a ripple effect, from ending the employment 
of so many capable employees, to not allowing fans 
to enjoy horse racing in person and via simulcast, 
to negatively affecting the business of vendors and 
suppliers who help keep this agribusiness going in the 
Commonwealth, to the thoroughbred and standardbred 
horsemen who lost out on opportunities to race. The 
affect of these had little bearing on his (Mr. Jacobs’s) 
decision,” added Mr. Miller. “We are lucky and grateful 
to have had pari-mutuel legislation pass in Virginia and 
stakeholders need to work within the current system 
and compromise. By turning in his license, racing would 
have shut down completely if not for the efforts of the 
VEA and the horsemen of both breeds”. 

“We are at true crossroads,” said D.G. Van Clief Jr., 
Vice-Chairman of the Commission. “In my three years 
as a Commissioner, I’ve never had a more important 
vote than the one before us today. The industry needs 


to be unified if it’s going to grow and currently, it seems 
the industry is at war with itself. As much as I’d like 
to see top horses compete in the Virginia Derby over 
that first class turf course in New Kent, I can’t vote for 
Colonial Downs in this instance. A vote for Colonial 
would result in split revenue and split authority,” added 
Van Clief, “And it’s the wrong thing to do. We need to 
consolidate our activity to grow and move forward.” 

After the unanimous vote denying Colonial’s request, 
VRC Chairman Sarge Reynolds commented. “It’s been 
a long, tough couple years. I still hope to see racing 
back at Colonial again some day, whether it’s with a 
new owner or thru a lease situation because it’s truly a 
great facility.” 

Shortly after the meeting, VEA Executive Director 
Jeb Hannum sent a letter to Virginia horsemen 
addressing future goals. Here are key portions of that 
letter: 

We’re proud of everything that was accomplished 
in 2015 despite financial obstacles faced by Colonial’s 
closing, and turnaround times to get first time event 
logistics and promotion in place. Now, we need to look 
to the future and address the two most underserved 
aspects affected by this transition — the horsemen, 
who require more racing opportunities to sustain their 
business, and the horseplayers, whose betting options 
both on and off track have been limited. 

The key takeaway from the VRC meeting is that the 
impediment to moving the industry forward has been 
removed. Mr. Jacobs’ vision of racing didn’t include 
expanding racing opportunities. Here are the VEA’s 
immediate goals: 

*To begin seeking a new “permanent” home 
for thoroughbred races - Meetings are currently 
taking place with management of Morven Park in 
Leesburg about the prospects of running thoroughbred 
races there on a regular basis in the future. Work will 
need to be done on the turf surface to ensure the safety 
of both horses and riders. Dates will need to be secured 
around many other events Morven hosts during the 
year. A number of additional issues will have to be 
addressed so realistically, we’d be looking at 2017 dates 
there at the earliest, assuming we clear all hurdles. 







The Alliance will investigate additional days at Great 
Meadow as well as other racing opportunities out of 
state for the short term. 

*To seek long term permanent track(s) 
for standardbred races - The Oak Ridge Estate 
in Nelson County has already been established as a 
viable site to host harness races and possibly even add 
thoroughbred races at some point in the future. Several 
annual non-betting harness racing events also currently 
take place at the Shenandoah County Fairgrounds in 
Woodstock, Virginia, and meetings have already taken 
place with track officials there to discuss an upgrade 
to the track that could position it as another option for 
pari-mutuel races moving forward. 

*To open Off Track Betting Centers in the 
state - As far as Off Track Betting is concerned, we are 
in the process of talking to three national companies 
that specialize in OTB development and operation. 

Our hope is to get the first outlet up and operating in 
2016. The VEA also wants to work with local ownership 
scenarios in smaller communities like Nelson County 


(where Oak Ridge is based) where connections and 
contacts have already been established through years of 
being part of that business community. The OTBs are 
critical to the long term viability of racing in Virginia 
as they will generate additional purse and operational 
funds. 

*To plan a new industry website & 
promotional strategies - Work is currently in 
progress to create a new all-encompassing website where 
the entire Virginia horse racing community can access 
information on upcoming events, get industry news, and 
learn how to make wagers on local and national races. 
The site will appeal to both horsemen, bettors and 
potential live race event attendees. 

There is a lot of work to be done to grow and sustain 
Virginia racing, but the biggest positive aspect right now 
is that everyone is on the same page, at last. We want to 
move forward quickly but we will not be able to rebuild 
racing overnight — it will take time and we need to 
count on your patience.

The following is a compilation of 
events in 2015 that highlighted or 
significantly altered the local racing 
environment/human experience in a 
positive fashion. 

First on my list had to do with 
one of my all-time favorite runners, 
Russell Road. 

The chestnut gelding by 
Wheaton out of Roberta Grump, 
by Verification, then a 9-year- 
old, still didn't appear ready to 
relinquish his title as three-time West 
Virginia Breeders Classic champion. 
Closing in on the $2 million earnings 
milestone also places him in rarefied 
air, but on Saturday night, Oct. 10, 
his then 3-year-old stablemate 
Charitable Annuity bounded from 
off-the-pace to authoritatively 
capture the $500,000 Breeders 
Classic for owner Mark Russell, 
leaving his elder mentor far behind 
in ninth place. 


Charitable Annuity is by 
Charitable Man, out of the Luftikus 
mare Early Annuity, a half-sister to 
Russell Road, and was bred in West 
Virginia by Donald Duvall. 

Winner of seven out of 10 starts, 
the attractive gelding has accepted 
the passing of the torch from Russell 
Road with supreme panache. 

Trainer James W. Casey and 
his team at Barn 3 continue their 
firm stranglehold on some of West 
Virginia's most coveted races. 

John McKee is in his mid-70s 
and along with his life partner, 
Cynthia O'Bannon, have watched 
a resurgence of their breeding 
operation in West Virginia primarily 
due to their prodigious stallion Fiber 
Sonde. 

A self-made man, McKee is no 
stranger to hard work and Fiber 
Sonde, like his owner, is maintaining 
an exceptionally robust schedule. 


West Virginia Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
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The son of Unbridled's Song 
stands for a modest fee of $1,000 at 
Beau Ridge Farm and is sire of Aye 
a Song, one of the most profitable 
juveniles to ever grace the Charles 
Town Races oval. 

In just five career starts through 
November the dark bay filly 
amassed earnings of $134,265 
while taking down first place in the 
Rachel's Turn Stakes, West Virginia 
Triple Crown Nutrition Breeders 
Classic Stakes and West Virginia 
Futurity. 

Trainer Jeff Runco has one goal in 
mind and one paramount instruction 
to his riders when tightening the 
saddle prior to a race-Win! 

In 2015 the graded stakes 
conditioner outdid himself. 

Born in Columbus, Ohio, and 
raised in the Midwest, Jett is just 
one of a handful of trainers who 
has won in excess of 3,000 races, 
and alongside his wife Susan 
they continue to outshine their 
competition by way of an arduous 
work schedule and a devoted 
following of clients. 

On Oct. 10,2015, the former 
jockey turned trainer unleashed 
the full force of his mighty stable 
when he won the first three races 
on the West Virginia Breeders Classic 
program and took the nightcap for 
a rare racing 'Grand Slam.' 


Two of the winners were bred by 
Jett and Susan at their Coleswood 
Farm. 

How do you measure a 
man? Is it by the amount of the 
accomplishments in his life? 

Is it through the words and actions 
of his children? Can you reference 
his worldly possessions? 

I like to think you can ask 
his friends, his family, his fellow 
employees and when they all smile 
and give a nod of approval, you 
have achieved success. 

This clearly defines my buddy 
"Racing Wayne" or more formally 
Wayne A. Jamtgaard. 

The 4' 10" Charles Town racing 
official may have trouble peering 
over the counter at times to take an 
entry, but he can easily negotiate his 
way around any equine athlete. 

Some of Wayne's closest friends 
and colleagues may not realize that 
though small in stature he sits a horse 
quite proudly. 

Wayne holds the distinction of 
being a graded stakes-winning 
trainer and having started a horse 
in the esteemed Belmont Stakes 
(1983)! 

Far too often the struggles 
between horsemen and 
management are the only publicity 
that the average racegoer is privy 
to. The conflict for the survival of 


this industry is near and dear to my 
heart, but there is one battle that 
has taken on an even greater value 
of importance for me: breast cancer. 

My sister was affected with this 
nightmare approximately 10 years 
ago and has valiantly waged a silent 
war to eradicate her disease since. 

Today she lives a somewhat 
normal existence considering the 
operations, chemotherapy, radiation 
and medications she has had to 
endure. 

Mammograms, blood tests and 
monthly hospital visits define her 
being, but she remains grateful to 
those who comfort her with words, 
actions and prayer. 

Events like the Hollywood Casino 
at Charles Town Races partnering 
with the West Virginia affiliate of the 
Susan G. Komen Fund to sponsor a 
weekend to tight Breast Cancer are 
especially special. 

Kudos and bravo to the little track 
in the Eastern Panhandle for hosting 
Laugh for the Cure, the seventh 
annual Race for the Ribbon track 
walk, a 5K fun run, and a Sept. 19 
race program that included the 
Charles Town Oaks. 

I hope you have had a safe and 
joyous Holiday Season! Hopefully this 
year you are blessed to grace the 
winner's circle on multiple occasions!

NSA achieves record purses in 2015; 
Irv Naylor sets owner earnings mark

The National Steeplechase Association cel¬ 
ebrated the conclusion of a record-setting year at 
its annual awards dinner on Nov. 21 at the National 
Steeplechase Museum, where Irv Naylor’s Dawa¬ 
lan was crowned as the 2015 Lonesome Glory 
Champions Award winner. 

Earlier in the day, the Marion duPont Scott Co¬ 
lonial Cup brought down the curtain on a season 
that featured a record $5,826,050 in purses paid 
to owners. That figure eclipsed by nearly a half¬ 
million dollars the previous mark of $5,359,100 
set in 2008. 

Naylor, the runaway winner of the year’s owner 
title, broke his own single-season earnings record 
with $778,660 in purse money, eclipsing his 2011 
record of $719,725. 

The York, Pa., sportsman and philanthropist had 
entered the Colonial Cup meet needing slightly 
more than $30,000 to set the record, and his 
powerful stable raced past that target easily when 
Dawalan pulled away after the last fence of the 
$100,000 Marion duPont Scott Colonial Cup (Gr. 
1) and won by 5 1/4 lengths over his stablemate 
Rawnaq. Together, they accounted for $78,000 
of the purse. 

Both are trained by Cyril Murphy, who ac¬ 
cepted the owner’s trophy and the Lonesome Glory 
Champions Award for Naylor, who was unable to 
attend. His wife, Diane Naylor, accepted the Co¬ 
lonial Cup trophy in his place before returning to 
their home. “My biggest regret is that Irv isn’t here 
to see it,” she said. “This is his great love.” Naylor 
also was the champion owner of timber horses. 

Dawalan, a five-year-old French-bred from the 
Aga Khan’s renowned breeding operation, won 
two of three U.S. starts and accumulated U.S. 
earnings of $255,000 to claim the Lonesome Glory 
Champions Award as the year’s leading earner. 


He also became the favorite for the Eclipse 
Award as North America’s champion steeplechase 
horse. The largest piece of his purse earnings came 
from the $300,000 Grand National (Gr. 1) at Far 
Hills, N.J., on Oct. 17. 

Jack Fisher approached his own record for 
trainer earnings when he closed the 2015 season 
with $1,047,600 in purses, second only to his 
$1,156,907 in 2008. Fisher collected his fourth 
straight title as champion trainer by wins (28, 
18 more than runner-up Leslie Young) and his 
ninth overall. 

He also was the runaway leader by purse earn¬ 
ings, nearly doubling Murphy’s total. 


Fisher was the trainer of two 2015 divisional 
champions. Michael Moran’s Ivy Mills closed 
strongly to win the Springdale Stakes on the 
Colonial Cup card and claim the Life’s Illusion 
Filly and Mare championship. DASH Stable’s Ice 
It reigned as the three-year-old champion after 
winning the Gladstone at Far Hills. 

Paddy Young, who rode Ivy Mills to a stirring 
victory in the Springdale, reigned as the champion 
jockey by victories for a fifth time. The last jockey 
to claim five riding titles was Racing Hall of Fame 
member Jerry Fishback, who was the special guest 
of the Colonial Cup for the weekend in Camden, 
S.C. Jack Doyle was the 2015 earnings leader. 
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Owner-Trainer Symposium set for April 10 in Va. 


The second annual Owner-Trainer Sympo¬ 
sium and Steeplechase Auction will be held 
Sunday, April 10, at Great Meadow Race 
Course in The Plains, Va. 

A project of the National Steeplechase 
Association’s Promotion and Growth Com¬ 
mittee, the 2016 Owner-Trainer Symposium 
and Steeplechase Auction will build upon 
the success of the inaugural event at Shawan 
Downs in Maryland last April. 

The 2016 Owner-Trainer Symposium and 
Steeplechase Auction will bring together in¬ 
dustry leaders to share their insights into how 
to make jump-racing ownership a fulfilling 
and rewarding experience. 


Last year’s presenters were Dogwood Stable 
founder Cot Campbell, owner Michael Whar¬ 
ton, and Racing Hall of Fame trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. Speakers for the 2016 Symposium 
will be announced at a later date. 

The Steeplechase Auction portion of the 
program will feature horses that are ready to 
run, are progressing toward their first 2016 
starts, or are prospects for racing over fences. 
Entry procedures for the auction also will be 
announced at a later date. 

Promotion and Growth Chair A1 Griffin Jr. 
credited the work of his predecessor, inaugu¬ 
ral chair Bill Price, and committee member 
Charles C. Fenwick Jr. for the success of the 


first Owner-Trainer Symposium and Auction. 

“The inaugural Owner-Trainer Symposium 
and Steeplechase Auction attracted a large, 
enthusiastic group of owners and prospective 
owners for a thought-provoking program,” 
he said. “With a Virginia location in April, 
we hope to engage owners, trainers, and pro¬ 
spective owners from the entire Mid-Atlantic 
region.”

The National Steeplechase Association’s 
Board of Directors hailed the launch of the 
innovative $500,000 Brown Advisory Iroquois 
Cheltenham Challenge and pledged its continu¬ 
ing support to bringing top overseas horses to 
race in leading NSA events. 

The Brown Advisory Iroquois Cheltenham 
Challenge will offer a $500,000 bonus to 
any horse that can win the $150,000 Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) and the £260,000 
Ladbrokes World Hurdle (Gr. 1) at England’s 
Cheltenham Festival in March within a 
12-month period. 

The 2016 Calvin Houghland Iroquois is 
scheduled for Saturday, May 14, at Nashville’s 
Percy Warner Park. Iroquois Steeplechase 
Chairman Dwight Hall noted that any winner 
of the Brown Advisory Challenge would gallop 
away with approximately $850,000 in purses 
and bonus. 

“The Brown Advisory Challenge is a valu¬ 
able innovation for our sport, and the National 
Steeplechase Association supports it whole¬ 


heartedly,” NSA President Guy J. Torsilieri 
said. “This year, we offered record race 
purses. Our race meets and host tracks added 
nearly $600,000 to their purses, an increase of 
more than 10%, and innovations such as the 
Brown Advisory Challenge help us to attract 


new fans and to build worldwide awareness of 
our growing jump-racing program.” 

Michael D. Hankin, Brown Advisory’s CEO 
and a prominent steeplechase owner, has been 
elected to a three-year term on the NSA’s Board 
of Directors. 
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In Memoriam 


BARBARA ‘BABS’ COCKS 

Barbara “Babs” Lucas Cocks, aged 96 of 
Kennett Square, Pa., died Nov. 26 after a 
full and vibrant life. She was the wife of the 
late Racing Hall of Fame trainer W Burling 
“Burley” Cocks who died in 1998 and with 
whom she shared 58 years of marriage. 

Babs was born in Philadelphia, Pa., May 
1, 1919, and spent her youth in Paoli, Pa., 
where she cultivated her love of country 
pursuits—particularly horses. Immediately 
following their wedding, Babs and Burley 
moved to a homestead at Fay Ingalls’ farm 
in Hot Springs, Va., to pursue Burley’s 
career as a trainer of steeplechase horses. 
They returned to Pennsylvania in 1945 and 
made their permanent home at Hermitage 
Farm near Unionville in 1947. 

Under the Cocks racing colors of 
maroon and gold, Babs and Burley estab¬ 
lished a training facility at Hermitage with 
a mile track and 30 stalls. While Burley was 
regarded as a master of horsemanship and 
a mentor to many in his field, Babs was 
an integral part of the operation’s success. 
In addition to her roles as the bookkeeper 
and business manager, she could often be 
found out galloping the “fussy horses” or 
preparing a feast on any given night for 
every hungry mouth on the farm—the 
six in the family, numerous jockeys and 
trainers-in-training that lived at the farm, 
and anyone else who dropped in. 

Among the many who studied at 
Hermitage were future Hall of Famers 
Jonathan Sheppard, Mikey Smithwick and 
Triple Crown-winning trainer Billy Turner 
but the list could fill a good-sized book. 

Babs was predeceased by one brother, 
two sisters, her husband and her daughter, 
Susan Cocks Small Jones. Babs is survived 
by three children, eight grandchildren and 
11 great-grandchildren. 

WILMER COE 

Wilmer Coe, 88, a resident of Towson, 
Md., died Nov. 10. A longtime employee 
of Fasig-Tipton Midlantic in his later years, 
Coe spent a lifetime with horses, including 
as a trainer for Friendly Stable, which he 
operated with his nephew Emory Fletcher. 
A marine who served during World War II, 
Coe met his wife Ruth Tappe at Wheeling 
Downs in West Virginia and married in 
1955. He ran horses at tracks throughout 
the Mid-Afiantic and worked for a time at 
Merryland Farm in Maryland. 

Paget Bennett noted that Coe had many 
duties during Fasig-Tipton’s auctions, 
from assisting former stable manager Lee 


Watson to shuttling riders back and forth 
to the paddock during the breeze show in 
May. He was also in charge of the ship-in 
barn during the Timonium meet. 

“He was always the first one in to turn 
the lights on and the last one to leave,” 
said Bennett. “He wanted to be the eyes 
and ears of the sales grounds.” Health 
issues forced him to retire in 2014. When 
asked how long he was with Fasig-Tipton, 
Bennett’s answer was: “A long time is the 
best answer I can give you.” 

HOWARD GORDON HALL JR. 

Howard Gordon Hall Jr., known around 
Maryland backstretches as “Gelo,” died 
Dec. 10 of complications from a fall and 
stroke. He was 88. 

Always dapperly attired in a suit and 
fedora, Hall was one of the most recogniz¬ 
able personalities on the backstretch and a 
wellspring of rac¬ 
ing history. His 
resume included 
breaking yearlings 
for H.L. Straus at 
Cherry H ill Farm 
in Reisterstown, 
exercise rider 
for trainer Frank 
“Downey” Bon¬ 
sai, horse trainer, 
jockey’s agent, 
as well as racing 
official. Among 
the riders he represented during 24 years 
as an agent was Hall of Famer Bill Hartack, 
Joe Brocklebank and Mickey Solomone. 

Born in Baltimore in 1927, Hall attend¬ 
ed his first horse race at Timonium when 
he was 4 years old. He grew up at the 
track—his father was a valet in the jockeys’ 
rooms in Maryland—and as a child wit¬ 
nessed Pimlico’s famed match race between 
Seabiscuit and War Admiral, an experience 
he recounted on numerous occasions to 
print and television reporters and, most 
recently, for the film Racing the Times. 

A deeply religious man involved for 
decades with the Race Track Chaplaincy 
of America, Hall was the second recipient 
of Dogwood Stable’s Dominion Award as 
an “unsung hero of racing” in 1994. Said 
Dogwood founder Cot Campbell, “[Gelo] 
has spread sheer unadulterated goodness 
wherever he went.” 

In 2014 Hall received the Joe Kelly Mary¬ 
land Million Unsung Hero Award, pre¬ 
sented to the individual who exemplifies 
“honesty, hard work and humility—quali¬ 
ties which serve as inspiration to others.” 


JOHN M0SNER JR. 



John “Jack” Mosner Jr., 89, a retired 
bank executive, former chairman of the 
Maryland Racing Commission and director 
of Maryland Million, died of a stroke Nov. 
23 at his home in Pikesville, Md. 

Born in Cumberland, Md., he became a 
lifelong racing fan by getting his introduc¬ 
tion to the sport at the half-mile track at 
the Cumberland Fair. He told the Maryland 
Horse in 1987, “My father was secretary- 
treasurer of the Cumberland Fair. From 
the time I was in the third grade, it was a 
big event every year to go to the races.” 

A former president and vice-chairman 
of Mercantile-Safe Deposit and Trust Co., 
Mosner was appointed to the Commission 
in 1987 by Gov. William Donald Schaefer 
and named chairman in 1991. Although 
he owned a small stable in partnership in 
the 1970s, he was known more as a fan, 
and was an advocate for the everyday 
racegoer. Upon being named chairman, 
he noted: “Patrons are the only segment 
of the industry that does not regularly 
express its views before the Commission.” 
It was reported in the Maryland Horse that 
“One of his first projects as chairman was 
to institute suggestion boxes at the race¬ 
tracks. Suggestions and comments made 
by patrons would be relayed directly to the 
Commission.” Mosner’s views of better 
media coverage being crucial to the future 
health of the industry were detailed in an 
op-ed column he wrote that appeared in 
the magazine in February 1992. 
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Looking Back 


75years ago 

I Nearly 400 just-turned 2-year-old fillies 
were kept eligible for the rich Selima 
Stakes, to be run at Laurel in October. 
“This season there is more interest than 
usual for it will be run at the distance of a 
mile and a sixteenth for the first time. 
William Woodward, chairman of the New 
York Jockey Club and master of Belair 
Stud, who was one of those instrumental 
in getting the Selima on the list of Laurel 
stakes, is strong for the added distance. . .” 

I Forty-seven stallions were listed as 
standing in Maryland in 1941, seven of 
them imported, including Epsom Derby 
winner *Bahram, the most expensive 
horse on the roster at $2,500. The nation’s 


10years ago 

I Saint Liam wrapped up Horse of the 
Year with his win in the Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl at Belmont Park. The son of 
Saint Ballado had ties to the region, as 
he was bred by Edward P. Evans. Editor 
Lucy Acton noted: “Saint Liam was 
born too soon. The foal of 2000 came 
along before his breeder decided to start 
keeping nearly all of his broodmares at 
home to foal. For the past three seasons, 
Evans’ mares have enjoyed the luxury of 
a new foaling barn that is among many 
choice amenities at their owner’s 3,000- 
acre Spring Hill Farm in Casanova, Va.” 

Saint Liam was foaled in Kentucky, as 
was his stakes-winning year-younger half- 
brother Congressionalhonor, who was set 
to stand his first season at stud at Maui 
Meadow Farm in West Chester, Pa. Their 
dam, Quiet Dance, and granddam, Misty 
Dancer, resided at Spring Hill Farm and 
appeared on the magazine’s cover. 

I Former Mid-Atlantic trainer Mark Reid 
was instrumental in Saint Liam’s career, 
as racing manager for the colt’s owner 
William K. Warren Jr. Among the changes 
Reid made when taking charge two years 
earlier was sending Saint Liam to Rick 
Dutrow, a son of legendary Maryland 
trainer Dickie Dutrow. “I remembered 
something Ricky’s father had said to me,” 
said Reid, who got his first job in racing 
with the senior Dutrow. “He said, £ My 
son is a clown at times, but my son also 
is the best natural horseman Eve ever 


leading sire of 1939, William Brann’s 
*Challenger II, stood for $1,200 at Glade 
Valley Farms, while young stallion 
Discovery was advertised at $1,500. 
Preakness winner Dauber, standing 
alongside Discovery and *Bahram at 
Sagamore Farm, was available for $300. 

I Sylvester W Labrot Jr., head of the 
horse division of Holly Beach Farm in 
Annapolis, 'where his father bred such 
good Maryland-breds as Tred Avon, 
Springsteel, Toolbox and others,” spent a 
considerable portion of the year in New 
Orleans, and was among those to obtain 
an option on historic Fair Grounds, “. . . 
thus saving the course from subdivision 
into a housing area,” it was reported. “It is 
Labrot’s plan to put on a winter meeting, 
probably with Maryland’s Eddie Brennan

seen in my life.’ And that covered a lot of 
territory with a guy like Dickie Dutrow.” 

I Laurel Park’s Fall Festival of Racing 
offered a stakes smorgasbord, highlighted 
by the Grade 1 Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash. The winner, Stronach 
Stable’s I’m the Tiger, trained by Hall 
of Famer Bobby Frankel and ridden 
by Hall of Famer Jerry Bailey, was a 
son of Siphon (Brz), who recently 
moved to Pennsylvania to stand at 
Regal Heir Farm in Grantville. 

Eight stakes were run that November 
afternoon. “No horse on the card showed 
off like the winner of the Laurel Futurity,” 
reported Sean Clancy. Lael Stable’s Barbaro 
won for the second time in as many starts, 
his rally resulting in an 8-length victory 
over the turf. “He’s pretty nice-at least 
he’s shown us all the time that he wants to 
be a nice horse,” said trainer Michael Matz. 

I McDynamo captured his third consec¬ 
utive Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase-Gl and 


as director of racing, of 45 days, from 
Christmas to Mardi Gras.” 

From the tracks historical timeline for 1941: 
On Jan. 2, Fair Grounds goes on the auction 
block, but at the last moment is saved from 
destruction by Sylvester W. Labrot Jr. who, armed 
with a 30-day option which was purchased by 
William G. Helis, puts together a group of New 
Orleans horsemen/businessmen that form the 
Fair Grounds Corporation. 

I A recap of the 1940 Maryland racing 
season included total days run (151 in 13 
meets at Laurel, Pimlico, Bowie, Havre de 
Grace, Bel Air, Timonium, Cumberland, 
Hagerstown, Marlboro and Fair Hill), races 
per meet (for a total of 1,128) and a 
breakdown of prize money distributed 
($1,455,540 combined, an increase of nearly 
$500,000 compared to five years earlier). 


followed with a victory in the Colonial 
Cup-Gl to solidify his chances for a sec¬ 
ond Eclipse Award. The Michael Moran- 
owned, Sanna Hendriks-trained gelding 
had been the champion in 2003. 

I Citidancer, one of the region’s leading 
sires, was retired from stud duty due to 
declining fertility, a problem that plagued 
him throughout his career. The 19-year- 
old son of Dixieland Band was to remain 
at Country Life Farm in Bel Air, Md., 
where he first entered stud in 1991. 

In an era of large books, Citidancer 
never had more than 38 foals in a crop, 
but sired the likes of Grade 1 winners 
Urbane and Hookedonthefeelin (the dam 
of Grade 1 winner Pussycat Doll). 

I Former leading Mid-Atlantic sire 
Quadratic died at age 30 at Deer Haven 
Farm in Virginia, where he had lived as a 
pensioner since 2001. 

The Maryland-bred son of Quadrangle 
was the first of four top-class runners 
bred by Ryehill Farm from Broodmare 
of the Year Smartaire, also the dam of 
champion Smart Angle, major winner 
and sire Smarten and multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Smart Heiress, dam of millionaire 
Homebuilder. Campaigned for Jim Ryan 
and August Belmont, Quadratic recorded 
five stakes victories and retired to stud to 
Blue Ridge Farm in Virginia before mov¬ 
ing to Claiborne Farm in Kentucky. He 
eventually returned to Virginia to stand at 
Rockburn Stud and Meadowville Farm. 
Among his 25 stakes winners was Grade 
1 Super Derby winner Home At Last. 
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Maryland-bred Safely Kept holds off European sprint 
champion Dayjur to win the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-GI. 


25years ago 

I Safely Kept, the only filly against 13 
males, won a dramatic, and heartbreaking, 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-GI, defeating 
Dayjur in one of the most memorable 
stretch runs in Breeders’ Cup history The 
first Maryland-bred to score on racing’s 
biggest day, by Maryland sire Horatius, 
Safely Kept battled European champion 
sprinter Dayjur the entire 6 furlongs at 
Belmont Park and never gave way as her 
rival jumped shadows twice near the wire. 
The margin was a neck. 

Tragedy unfolded behind the top pair 
as the Mark Reid-trained Mr. Nickerson 
collapsed and died of an acute pulmonary 
hemorrhage before reaching the turn. 
Shaker Knit, scheduled to enter stud 
in Maryland after the race, fell over the 
stricken runner and suffered fatal injuries. 

The day only got worse when the best 
3-year-old filly in the country, Christiana 
Stables’ Go for Wand, broke down in 
the stretch of the Distaff while battling 
defending champion Bayakoa (Arg). Go 
for Wand, winner of the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Fillies-Gl and champion the 
previous year, was a strong candidate for 
Horse of the Year honors, having won 


seven of her previous eight starts, six 
Grade 1 s. The Pennsylvania-bred daughter 
of former Maryland sire Deputy Minister 
was buried at Saratoga, near the infield 
flagpole, facing the winner’s circle, in 
memory of her triumphs in the Alabama 
and Test Stakes that summer. 


I Mid-Atlantic-breds achieved an 
excellent Breeders’ Cup ratio when 
five of the 10 who started finished 
in the top three, and six were among 
the top four. Also hitting the board 
were Virginia-bred Colonial Waters 
(second) and Maryland-bred Valay 
Maid, by Go for Wand’s half- 
brother Carnivalay (third), in the 
Distaff; New Jersey-bred Private 
Treasure (second), Juvenile Fillies; 
and Virginia-bred Take Me Out 
(second), Juvenile. 

Although bred by Thomas M. Evans 
and a daughter of Evans ’ champion, 
Virginia-bred Pleasant Colony, Colonial 
Waters was in fact a Kentucky-bred. 

I Rockburn Farm’s expanding role 
as a Virginia stallion station had not 
been in the plans for owner Mark 
Hardin three years earlier. But 
Windfields Farm’s closure in Maryland 
prompted him to make the plunge and he 
moved in Val de l’Orne (Fr) for 1989. 
First-year success with the French 
champion spurred Hardin to add 
Quadratic the next year. Soon to join the 
roster was graded stakes winner Cefis, 
recently purchased by Hardin as a racing/ 
stallion prospect. 


50years ago 

■ William duPont 
Jr., “one of the 
most remarkable 
figures to appear 
on the American 
turf in this centu¬ 
ry,” died on New 
Year’s Eve 1965 
at age 69. Thor¬ 
oughbred racing’s 
renaissance man 
lived in Delaware, 
owned thousands 
of acres in Mary¬ 
land, including the 
Cecil County site 
of the Fair Hill 
race meeting, bred 
and campaigned 
champions and 
designed some 

30 racetracks (including Delaware Park). The multi-millionaire 
great-grandson of the founder of E.I. duPont de Nemours Co. 
“was admired and respected by rich and poor alike.” Among 
the outstanding runners to carry his Foxcatcher Farms’ sap¬ 
phire blue and gold silks were champions Fairy Chant, Parlo 
and Berio, Preakness winner Dauber and 1937 Santa Anita 
Handicap winner Rosemont.

I Native Dancer was “the nation’s foremost sire of quality 
2-year-olds in 1965” when seven of his offspring appeared on 
the Experimental Free Handicap, two more than Bold Ruler 
and Virginia sire * Amerigo. The topweighted Mid-Atlantic- 
bred runner was Pennsylvania-bred, New Jersey-owned, Mary¬ 
land sold Prince Saim, rated six pounds below Experimental 
highweight Buckpasser (126 pounds). 



I Joe Hickey Jr. selected the Maryland-bred champions of 
1965 and named top juvenile filly Miss Spin as Horse of the 
Year over steeplechase champion Jay Trump. “Some may quar¬

Parka: from $10,000 claimer to turf champion 



The biggest victory in Parka’s career came in the United Nations 
Handicap over Hill Rise during his 1965 championship season. 


In the 20th century\ 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic region were named national champions. 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look each 
month at one of those luminaries. 

I t took patience to develop turf cham¬ 
pion Parka. The brown gelding didn’t 
win his first stakes until midway through 
his 5-year-old season in his 57th start. He 
was out of a mare who produced three 
live foals over seven years—born in 1958, 
he was her third, and last. He became a 
champion at 7. 

Bred by Marion duPont Scott, Parka 
was foaled at her Montpelier in Virginia. 
His pedigree said long on the turf, as he was 
by Epsom Derby winner * Arctic Prince 
out of Manchon, a minor winner and 
hurdle stakes performer by Epsom Derby 
winner *Blenheim II. But when Parka 
lined up for his first start, for 3-year-old 
colts at Laurel in May, it was 6 furlongs on 
the main track. He led throughout, win¬ 
ning by Wi lengths for owner WA. Leiser. 

He tried turf twice that summer, both 
times finishing on the board in allowance 
company at Delaware Park, including a win 
against older runners. But by September 
he was back sprinting on the dirt and in 
for a tag at Atlantic City. On behalf of 
Rachel Carpenter’s Pelican Stable, Warren 


A. “Jimmy” Croll claimed him for $10,000 
off that winning effort. In 93 lifetime 
starts, Parka was risked one more time, 
for $13,000 in his first start for his new 
connections 15 days later. There were no 
takers, and his future was secure. 

Parka was durable—19 starts at 3, 22 at 
4 and 5, 21 more at 6. And he was consis¬ 
tent, but it wasn’t until early in 1962 that he 
began to compete on the grass on a regular 
basis. He hit the board in his first 10 turf 
starts, including a third in the Green Valley 


Handicap at Gulfstream 
Park in March 1962, his 
first stakes placing. 

After finishing sec¬ 
ond the previous year, 
he recorded his first 
stakes score in 1963 in 
Monmouth Park’s Long¬ 
fellow Handicap, and 
won it again the next 
year. He went on to 
win nine more stakes, 
including three straight 
in his final season — 
the Kelly-Olympic, 
United Nations and Long 
Island—which wrapped 
up his championship. 
Parka missed most of that season when a 
sesamoid injury derailed him in March, but 
in five starts over a seven-week span from 
August through October, he won three and 
was second twice. 

Set for a return at 8, Parka didn’t show 
his same zip and was retired, his $446,236 in 
earnings ranking him 10th all-time among 
geldings. He spent his final years at a farm 
in New Jersey owned by Carl Twitchell and 
his wife Cynthia, Mrs. Twitchell being a 
cousin of Carpenter.

ervase Markham (1568-1637) was a 
prolific writer on a wide variety of 
topics. NSLM has quite a few edi¬ 
tions of his works, including an early edi¬ 
tion of Cavalarice\ or, The English Horseman. 
His most famous work was Markham’s 
Masterpiece. 

Originally printed in 1610, Markham’s 
Masterpiece was spectacularly popular 
and ran through dozens of editions and 
reprints over the next two centuries. It 
was reprinted in the American colonies 
under the title The Citizen and Countryman’s 
Experienced Farrier. The book serves as a 
veterinary compendium for cures of com¬ 
mon (and uncommon) equine ailments, 
and the book was often printed with other 


works included. A copy in the library 
includes The Countryman’s Care for Curing 
Diseases in Smaller Cattle. 

Markham’s intent in producing the 
book is clear. He wishes to inform the 
reader and include all the latest treatments 
and cures to dispel the use of backward 
ones. In his historical context, this was a 
worthy goal. From our privileged vantage- 
point, however, the unfortunate fact is 
that much of the treatments for illness in 
horses during this time were as helpful as 
the treatments for humans. For example, 
Markham treats most illness as imbalance 
of the bodily humours, and prescribes 
treatments such as blood-letting and con¬ 
coctions of various roots to bring the 
humours back into balance. 

Despite the lack of medical accuracy, 
Markham’s Masterpiece is an invaluable win¬ 
dow into the practices of farriery from the 
17th to the 19th centuries. As subsequent 
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editions were produced, revisions, edits, 
and additions were made. The abiding 
popularity of the book gives insight into 
overall horse management from the period.
